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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  year  1995  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
In  April,  the  Board  wished  a  fond  farewell  to  retiring  Selectmen  Alton  Kramer. 
Mr.  Kramer  has  served  the  Town  in  several  capacities  for  the  past  twenty  plus 
years.  He  has  served  the  Town  with  uncompromising  integrity  and  the  best  inter¬ 
est  of  the  Town  was  always  at  the  forefront  of  his  decision  making.  The  absence 
of  Mr.  Kramer  was  filled  by  newly  elected  member  Steven  Spataro,  and,  return¬ 
ing  for  his  second  term,  Selectmen  Neil  Rosenthal. 

For  the  fourth  year,  General  government  budgets  continue  to  be  level 
funded.  This  places  a  serious  strain  on  departments  with  legitimate  needs  that 
have  to  be  met  at  some  point  in  the  future.  The  Board  can  report  that  agreements 
have  been  reached  with  a  few  union  bargaining  groups,  and  those  agreements 
allow  for  a  modest  increase  in  salaries  of  it’s  members. 

Currently,  the  Board  is  meeting  with  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  to  pri¬ 
oritize  which  projects  need  immediate  funding  and  which  projects  can  wait  until 
our  financial  situation  changes. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  following  positive  developments  of  1995: 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  of  the  year  was  the  Town  Meeting 
passage  of  the  Tax  Increment  Finance  Plan  (TIF)  for  the  Christmas  Tree  Shops 
Distribution  Facility.  This  agreement  was  reached  after  long  hours  of  negotiations 
with  all  the  Town  Boards,  the  Town  financial  officers,  and,  of  course,  the  man¬ 
agement  and  owners  of  the  Christmas  Tree  Shops.  The  TIF  will  enable  the 
Christmas  Tree  Shops  to  receive  a  tax  break  in  the  initial  years  of  operation, 
while  supplying  the  Town  with  substantial  tax  revenue  in  future  years.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  under  the  TIF  agreement,  Christmas  Tree  Shops  must  guarantee  that  quali¬ 
fied  Middleborough  residents  get  preferential  treatment  in  hiring. 

1995  brought  the  retirement  of  Chief  of  Police  William  Warner.  The  Board 
after  interviewing  four  candidates  selected  Captain  Arnold  Salley  to  succeed 
Chief  Warner.  Newly  hired  Chief  Salley  and  his  Department  can  be  credited  with 
receiving  several  Grants  including  those  of  the  D.A.R.E.  program  as  well  as  the 
COPS  FAST  grant  which  returns  a  foot  patrolmen  to  the  downtown  area.  We 
continue  to  be  very  proud  of  our  dedicated  police  force. 

Mr.  William  Beal  who  has  acted  as  the  Town’s  alternate  wiring  inspector  for 
many  years  and  as  the  Town’s  wiring  inspector  for  six  years  also  retired  in  1995. 
With  admirable  recommendation  from  the  Town  Manager,  as  well  as  the  Build¬ 
ing  Inspector,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  hired  a  qualified  local  electrician  named 
William  Gazza.  Mr.  Beal  will  continue  serving  the  Town  in  the  capacity  of  the 
alternate  wiring  inspector. 

The  Downtown  Partnership  has  been  busy  mapping  out  the  direction  of  the 
development  in  the  Downtown  as  well  as  helping  the  Town  to  secure  Grant  fund¬ 
ing  of  $787,000.00.  This  money  will  be  used  to  make  infrastructure  improve¬ 
ments  and  cover  some  of  the  costs  associated  with  the  restoration  of  the  Town 
Financial  Office  Building.  Town  meeting  approved  of  the  establishment  of  the 
Town  Hall  and  Financial  Office  Building  Committee  which  will  oversee  all  the 
improvements  to  those  buildings. 
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In  the  Fall,  we  participated  in  the  dedication  of  the  Senior  Multi-Service 
Center  on  Plymouth  Street.  The  facility  was  renamed  in  honor  of  it’s  past  Direc¬ 
tor,  Mr.  Leonard  Simmons. 

The  Selectmen  executed  an  agreement  with  the  State  Department  of  Food 
and  Agriculture,  and  John  Steill,  to  place  his  farmland  under  an  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction.  This  ensures  the  Town  that  the  Steil  Farm  will  remain 
undeveloped  and  maintained  as  farmland  for  future  years  to  come. 

A  major  disappointment  to  the  community  this  year  was  the  closing  of  the 
Center  Street  bridge.  This  closing  took  affect  after  the  Mass.  Highway  Division 
determined  the  bridge  to  be  unsafe.  After  filing  complaints  with  our  State  Senator 
and  Representatives  and  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  assures  us  that  the 
bridge  will  be  restored  and  completed  by  the  end  of  1996.  The  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  continue  to  pressure  the  State  to  begin  construction  on  the  bridge  this 
Spring. 

The  Board  entered  into  a  lease  agreement  for  $3,000,000.00  to  fund  the 
School  Technology  Program.  This  program  will  ensure  that  our  school  children 
have  the  most  advanced  computer  systems  to  date. 

The  success  of  the  many  positive  accomplishments  this  year  is  due  to  the 
continued  cooperation  between  all  Town  Boards.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank 
all  the  dedicated  Town  employees  and  volunteers  who  strive  to  make  Mid- 
dleborough  a  wonderful  Town  to  live  in.

TOWN  MANAGER 


‘Change’,  some  positive  and  some  negative,  was  the  dominant  influence  in 
Calendar  1995.  Town  Officials  worked  hard  to  bring  about  some  positive  change, 
to  react  to  changes  imposed  on  the  Town  by  the  State,  and  to  plan  for  changes  „ 
we  know  we  face  in  the  future. 

THE  GOOD  NEWS 

1.  The  Christmas  Tree  Shops  Tax  Increment  Finance  Plan,  negotiated  by 
Town  Officials  and  unanimously  supported  by  all  elected  Boards,  was  unani¬ 
mously  approved  by  a  November  Special  Town  Meeting.  The  Town  will  grant  a 
35%  tax  exemption  over  twenty  years.  Christmas  Tree  will  build  over  a  million 
square  foot  Warehouse  and  Distribution  Facility,  locate  all  new  corporate  offices 
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here  and  give  preferential  consideration  to  Middleborough  residents  for  jobs  and 
Middleborough  businesses  for  goods  and  services. 

2.  It  was  a  great  year  for  grants!  Every  grant  the  Town  applied  for  was 
awarded  to  the  Town.  At  year’s  end  the  Downtown  Revitalization  related  grants 
included: 

Ready  Resource  Grant  $  1 42,7 1 2 

Massachusetts  Gov’t.  Land  Bank  9,500 

Massachusetts  Preservation  Projects  Fund  35,000 
Community  Development  Fund  600,000 

The  grant  total  of  Downtown  grant  funds  we  must  administer  in  the  new 
year  amounted  to  $787,212. 

And,  the  Town  successfully  competed  for  two  Recycling  Grants  for  printed 
material  and  equipment  to  help  advance  a  growing  recycling  program. 

3.  The  new  Herring  Rules  and  Regulations,  administered  by  a  group  of  vol¬ 
unteer  observers,  were  received  well  by  the  public. 

Over  $2,500.  in  permit  revenues  will  be  used  to  purchase  materials  to  aid  in 
enforcement  and  to  help  pay  for  materials  needed  to  replace  the  Wareham  Street 
Fish  Ladder  in  1996.  At  year  end,  a  Bill  was  pending  in  the  Legislature  that 
would  permit  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  Fish  Wardens.  A  fish  counter,  purchased 
by  the  Cities  of  New  Bedford  and  Taunton,  will  be  installed  in  the  Wareham  fish 
ladder  in  February,  1996. 

4.  In  May,  the  Selectmen  agreed  to  permit  trash  and  recyclables  to  be  col¬ 
lected  on  unaccepted  sub-division  roads,  ending  a  practice  of  requiring  residents 
on  these  streets  to  haul  their  barrels  and  bins  to  the  nearest  Town  accepted  street 
for  collection. 

THE  BAD  NEWS 

Restructuring,  changes  in  State  Regulations  and  Transportation  Projects  dis¬ 
rupted  our  routines  and  brought  changes  that  were  difficult  to  respond  to. 

1.  The  M.B.T.A.  refused  to  consider  alternative  sites  for  the  proposed  Lay¬ 
over  Facility  behind  Chace  Chevrolet.  A  Noise  Assessment  Study,  done  by  the 
’T’s’  consultants,  predictably  concluded  that  no  residents  would  be  impacted  by 
the  five  locomotives  running  at  night.  The  M.B.T.A.  did,  finally,  agree  to  re¬ 
spond  to  complaints  and  to  do  another  noise  analysis  six  months  after  the  initia¬ 
tion  of  service  and  to  insulate  three  homes  that  will  be  “minimally  impacted.” 
Selectmen  refused  to  allow  a  water  connection  for  the  facility  until  they  are  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  M.B.T.A.  will,  in  fact,  respond  effectively  to  noise  complaints.  At 
year  end,  the  Attleboro/Taunton/New  Bedford/Fall  River  Legislative  delegation 
was  lobbying  to  serve  the  cities  through  the  Middleborough  line.  What  changes 
this  would  bring  are  unclear. 

2.  The  Center  Street  Bridge  was  closed  and  remained  closed  all  year  as  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department  developed  plans  for  its  replacement.  Bids 
are  to  be  opened  on  February  13,  1996  and  construction  is  to  be  completed  be¬ 
fore  the  end  of  1996. 

3.  Title  5  of  the  Sanitary  Code  was  amended,  requiring  new  inspections  and 
septic  system  replacements  if  stringent  requirements  are  not  met.  Health  Depart- 
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ment  staff  had  to  take  tests  and  secure  certification  of  proficiency  in  order  to 
oversee  soil  examination  and  system  inspections.  The  State  amended  the  most 
stringent  regulations  and  provided  funds  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  prop¬ 
erty  owners  in  making  these  repairs. 

4.  The  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  hired  Vollmer  Associates  to  de¬ 
velop  new  plans  for  the  widening  of  Route  44  through  Middleborough.  Only  two 
of  the  four  cross  streets  will  be  full  cloverleafs.  Officials  and  residents  are  partic¬ 
ularly  concerned  about  impacts  on  Oliver  Mill  Park  and  the  Oliver  House. 

5.  Electric  Utility  Restructuring  could  adversely  impact  municipal  electric 
departments.  The  Town  Manager  sits  on  the  Economic  Development  Committee 
of  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  which  is  studying  Electric  Utility 
Restructuring  and  its  impacts  on  cities  and  towns.  Because  the  Town  depends  on 
the  Middleborough  Gas  and  Electric  Department  revenue  to  support  local  ser¬ 
vices,  we  will  watch  the  Legislature  and  the  D.P.U.  closely  on  this  one. 

THE  FUTURE 

1.  Town  Meeting  voted  to  move  forward  with  an  update  of  the  Town’s  Com¬ 
prehensive  Plan,  under  the  aegis  of  the  Planning  Board.  This  document  could  be 
a  blueprint  of  the  Town’s  future  and  a  Statement  of  Goals  and  Objectives  to 
guide  future  development.  The  new  year  will  see  the  initiation  of  this  important 
work. 

2.  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  appointment  by  the  Moderator,  of  a  School 
Needs  Feasibility  Committee  to  develop  data  on  future  school  space  needs.  Since 
Middleborough’ s  population  is  under  19,000  people  now  and  could  reach  45- 
50,000  people  at  full  buildout  of  the  Town,  it  appears  very  clear  that  the  Town 
will  be  building  new  schools  for  a  long  time. 

3.  The  School  Committee  authorized  the  use  of  the  old  Varnish  Works  Site 
as  an  athletic  playing  field  complex  at  the  request  of  the  Little  League.  The 
Selectmen  voted  their  support. 

4.  D.E.P.  approved  an  application  filed  by  the  Town  for  a  Regional  Clay 
Stockpile.  The  Town  is  competing  for  clay  from  the  Central  Artery  Project  to  be 
used  to  cap  the  old  Brook  Street  Landfill.  If  successful,  this  clay  could  save  the 
Town  $750,000.  or  more  in  the  cost  of  closure  of  the  landfill.  Closure  must  be 
completed  before  the  end  of  1999. 

OTHER  IMPORTANT  WORK 

•  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  acquisition  of  the  Wilbur  Well  Site. 

•  The  Corrosion  Control  Project  is  under  construction  and  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  on  schedule  this  Summer. 

•  Water  rates  were  increased  to  insure  adequate  revenue  to  continue  an 
aggressive  program  of  exploration  and  well  development  to  acquire  fu¬ 
ture  well  sites  and  stay  well  ahead  of  consumption.  An  out-of-town  com¬ 
mercial  rate  differential  was  approved  to  enhance  revenue  from  that 
source. 

1996  will  see  an  emphasis  on  Grant  Administration  and  planning  for  the 
future.  Growth  pressure  will  be  felt  in  all  areas.  The  Planning  Board,  at  year  end, 
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already  had  more  proposed  lots  to  review  on  January  1,  1996  than  they  reviewed 
and  approved  in  all  of  1995! 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  all  the  Town  Boards  and  Town  employees  who 
work  so  hard  to  make  Middleborough  a  better  place  to  live,  to  work,  and  to  raise 
a  family.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


June  12,  1995 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  by  Moderator 
Lincoln  D.  Lynch  at  the  Henry  B.  Burkland  School  Auditorium  and  was  ad¬ 
journed  to  the  Wayne  M.  Caron  Auditorium  at  the  Middleborough  High  School. 
The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  was  present  and  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
was  called  to  order  at  9  P.M.  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting.

June  13,  1995 

The  reconvened  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:45  P.M.  by 
Moderator  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  who  declared  a  quorum  was  present  at  the  Wayne 
M.  Caron  Auditorium  at  the  Middleborough  High  School. 
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ARTICLE  1:  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  235  of  the  Acts  of  1994 
which  permits  a  firefighter  or  a  police  officer  whose  employment  was  terminated 
due  to  a  reduction  in  force  and  who  is  subsequently  reinstated  within  three  years 
to  be  credited  with  active  service  for  the  period  of  unemployment  with  respect  to 
seniority,  promotional  examinations  and  retirement. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  approval. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  Article  2  by  deleting  Shape  Factor 
of  30.0  to  35.0  was  defeated  by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  2:  Voted  by  a  counted  vote  of  yes- 100,  no-33  to  amend  the  existing 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

Add  to  Section  V  Area  Regulations  as  V.A  5.,  V.  5.,  and  V.F.5.: 

“a.  No  dwelling,  building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this 
District  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  altered  or  converted  on  any  lot 
unless  the  lot  is  substantially  regular  in  shape.  Substantially  regular  in 
shape  shall  mean  that  a  lot  has  a  Shape  Factor  (SF)  of  30.0  or  less. 
Shape  Factor  shall  be  determined  by  dividing  the  square  of  the  perimeter 
of  the  lot  by  the  area  of  the  lot:  SF=P  2  /A  . 

b.  A  lot  may  have  a  Shape  Factor  exceeding  30.0  if  a  portion  of  the  lot 
itself  meets  the  minimum  lot  area  requirement  and  has  a  Shape  Factor  of 
30.0  or  less  and  which  portion  includes  minimum  lot  area  and  minimum 
street  frontage. 

c.  Subsections  (a)  and  (b)  above  shall  not  apply  for  a  period  of  two 
years  from  June  12,  1995,  to  any  lot  which  is  shown  on  an  approved 
subdivision  plan  or  is  shown  on  a  plan  endorsed  under  General  Laws 
Chapter  41  Section  8 IP  provided  that  the  subdivision  plan  or  plan  en¬ 
dorsed  under  Section  8 IP  is  recorded  before  June  12,  1995. 

d.  The  requirements  of  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
area  and  width  requirements  within  the  meaning  of  General  Laws,  Chap¬ 
ter  40A,  Section  6  (fourth  paragraph,  first  sentence).” 

Board  of  Selectmen  voted  4  to  1  to  support  this  article. 

A  question  was  raised  on  the  quorum  and  a  counted  vote  resulted  in  a  total  of 
161  voters  in  attendance. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  move  Article  3  was  voted  by  a  majority  vote. 

ARTICLE  3:  By  a  counted  vote  of  Yes-115,  No-26  to  amend  the  existing  Zon¬ 
ing  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

Add  to  section  V  Area  Regulations  as  V.A. 6.,  V.B.6.,  and  V.F.6.: 

“The  minimum  width  of  a  lot  at  any  point  between  the  street  line  and 
the  required  minimum  street  setback  line  for  erection  of  a  dwelling, 
building  or  structure  on  the  lot  shall  be  a  distance  equal  to  or  greater 
than  90%  of  the  required  minimum  street  frontage  for  the  lot.” 

ARTICLE  4:  This  Article  was  defeated  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  -  72,  No  -  51 
as  it  did  not  have  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  to  pass. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  Article  5  by  deleting  language  be¬ 
ginning  with  “within”  and  ending  with  “100  feet”  was  defeated. 
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ARTICLE  5:  By  a  counted  vote  of  Yes-124,  No-10  it  was  voted  to  amend  the 
existing  Zoning  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

Add  to  Section  V  Area  Regulations  as  V.A.8.,  V.B.8.,  and  V.F.8.: 

“No  dwelling,  building  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  erected,  placed,  altered  or  converted  on  any  lot,  unless  the 
lot  has  an  upland  building  area  within  it  which  encompasses  a  minimum 
12,000  square  feet  of  contiguous  land  in  the  shape  of  a  circle,  square  or 
rectangle  and  in  the  use  of  a  rectangle  no  side  may  measure  less  than 
100  feet,  within  which  no  land  is  subject  to  protection  under  the  Wet¬ 
lands  Protection  Act,  General  Laws  Chapter  131,  Section  40  and  within 
at  least  75%  of  the  foot  print  of  any  dwelling,  building  or  structure,  not 
including  accessory  structures,  shall  be  located.” 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  take  Articles  18,  21,  30  and  39  out  of  order 
was  voted  by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  18:  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $270,000.00  from  the 
income  from  the  sales  of  gas  and  electricity  to  the  Assessors  for  the  purpose  of 
fixing  the  tax  rate. 

Finance  Committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen  recommended  approval. 

ARTICLE  21:  Voted  to  establish  and  reauthorize  the  use  of  a  revolving  fund 
under  General  Laws  Chapter  44,  Section  53E  1/2  for  Fiscal  Year  1996  for  the 
purpose  of  operating  a  recycling  program  for  the  Town  with  all  receipts  from  the 
sale  of  materials  and  donations  for  the  program  to  be  credited  to  the  fund  and  to 
re-authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  expend  the  fund  for  operation,  support 
and  enhancement  of  the  recycling  program  including  the  purchase  of  equipment 
and  any  other  expense  incurred  to  operate  the  program  except  for  salaries  and 
wages  with  expenditures  from  the  fund  to  be  limited  to  $100,000.00. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  approval. 

ARTICLE  30:  Voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200,000.00  to  purchase  equipment  including  vehicles  for  the  Highway  Division 
and  Sanitation  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  to  meet  this 
appropriation  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  to  borrow  $200,000.00  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  7. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  approval. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  hear  Article  12  after  Article  39  was  voted 
by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  39:  Voted  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  -  113  and  No  -  1  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $280,000.00  for  the  following  departments:  To  repair  and 
remodel  the  Central  Fire  Station  and  to  purchase  equipment  including  vehicles 
for  the  Fire  Department  $47,000.00,  to  purchase  a  pick-up  truck  with  plow  for 
the  Highway  Department  $25,000.00,  to  purchase  front  end  loader  for  the  Sanita¬ 
tion  Department  $123,000.00,  to  purchase  vehicles  and  for  asbestos  removal  for 
the  Police  Department  $85,000.00,  and  to  meet  this  appropriation  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  $280,000.00 
under  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  7. 

Finance  Committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen  recommended  approval.

1996  for  use  by  the  Fire  Department  for  purchasing  equipment  and  training  to 
adequately  prepare  Middleborough  Firefighters  to  meet  any  hazardous  materials 
incidents.  Funds  for  this  account  will  be  derived  from  Town  billings  at  hazardous 
materials  incidents  under  Mass.  General  Law  21-E,  and  expenditures  from  this 
fund  by  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  limited  to  Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00) 
Dollars. 

ARTICLE  19:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  from  taxation 
and  choose  a  Town  Director  for  one  year,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Sections  40  through  45  of  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws,  said  sum  to  be 
placed  in  a  “County  Extension  Town  Account”,  so-called,  and  expended  by  or  at 
the  direction  of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture.

main  in  effect  until  the  following  By-law  becomes  effective,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Council  on  Aging  consisting  of 
eleven  (11)  members  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  Town.

The  Council  on  Aging 
within  the  limits  of  available  funds  may  appoint  such  clerks  and  other  employees 
as  it  may  require. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty- of  the  Council  on  Aging  to  coordinate  or  carry 
out  programs  designed  to  meet  problems  of  the  aging  and  to  coordinate  such 
programs  with  programs  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Executive  Of¬ 
fice  of  Elder  Affairs. 

ARTICLE  40:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Nine  thousand  Two 
hundred  Ninety-two  dollars  and  82/100  ($9,292.82)  by  taxation  for  the  purpose 
of  funding  Sick  Leave  Buy-back  for  a  retiring  employee  of  the  Town.

Cards  and  associated  hardware  and  software  on  the  Town’s  three  mid  range  com¬ 
puters  as  recommended  by  the  Data  Processing  Review  Committee  and  Mass.

6.  Prospective  school  sites  with  implications  toward  impact  on  the  commu¬ 
nity  and  market  value  of  such  sites. 

ARTICLE  29:  Voted  to  refer  this  article  for  further  study.

This  Agreement  made  this  11th  day  of  December,  1995,  by  and  between  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  a  municipal  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  having  a  usual  place 
of  business  at  10  Nickerson  Avenue,  Middleborough,  Massachusetts  (02346)  (the 
“TOWN”)  and  Christmas  Tree  Shops,  Inc.,  a  business  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  having  a  usual  place 
of  business  at  64  Leona  Drive,  Middleborough,  Massachusetts  (02346)  (the 
“COMPANY”). 

WHEREAS,  the  COMPANY  desired  to  increase  its  warehouse  and  distribu¬ 
tion  capacity  and  to  locate  certain  of  its  corporate  offices  at  a  single  site;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  TOWN,  as  an  inducement  to  attract  the  COMPANY,  and  its 
attendant  capital  investment  and  employment  opportunities,  is  willing  to  grant  to 
the  COMPANY  certain  tax  concessions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  COMPANY  has  committed  to  constructing  its  principal  cor¬ 
porate  warehouse  and  distribution  facilities  and  a  significant  portion  of  its  corpo¬ 
rate  offices  at  64  Leona  Drive  (Lot  9)  Middleborough,  Plymouth  County,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  ( the  “PROJECT”). 
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NOW  THEREFORE,  for  mutual  consideration,  the  receipt  and  sufficiency  of 
which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  the  parties  mutually  agree,  as  follows:

new  employees  for  the  office,  warehouse  and  distribution  facility.  The 
COMPANY  will  advertise  in  the  Middleborough  Gazette  on  a  quar¬ 
terly  basis  encouraging  Middleborough  residents  to  apply  for  employ¬ 
ment  with  the  COMPANY  as  employment  opportunities  become  avail¬ 
able.  When  the  COMPANY  advertises  available  positions  in  the 
media,  it  shall  publish  the  same  in  the  Middleborough  Gazette  at  least 
fcur  days  prior  to  publication  in  any  other  media. 

2.  The  COMPANY  shall  make  good  faith  efforts  to  use  qualified  local 
contractors  for  renovation  and  development  of  the  PROJECT  and 
for  construction  of  additional  phases  of  the  PROJECT.  The  COM¬ 
PANY  shall  make  good  faith  efforts  to  use  qualified  local  contrac¬ 
tors  for  future  repairs  and  renovations  to  the  PROJECT. 

3.  The  COMPANY  will  advise  the  TOWN  in  writing  prior  to  August 
31,  1996  for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1996  and  for  each  subse¬ 
quent  year  thereafter,  as  to  the  number  of  Middleborough  residents 
employed  at  the  PROJECT  during  the  previous  year.  In  addition  to 
the  foregoing,  said  report  shall  contain  the  following  information: 
(a)  Employment  level  at  the  PROJECT  at  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  reporting  period;  (b)  Number  of  Middleborough  residents  em¬ 
ployed  at  the  PROJECT  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  reporting 
period;  (c)  Utilization  of  local  contractors  during  the  reporting  pe¬ 
riod.  Upon  written  request  from  the  TOWN  to  the  COMPANY  re¬ 
ceived  within  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  delivery  of  said  report 
to  the  TOWN,  the  COMPANY  shall  permit  the  Town  Manager  of 
Middleborough,  or  his  or  her  duly  authorized  designee,  to  review  its 
employment  records  for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  matters  set 
forth  in  said  report.  The  COMPANY  shall  retain  copies  of  all  ad¬ 
vertisements  of  employment  opportunities  and  position  job  descrip¬ 
tions  and  qualification  requirements  for  a  year  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  annual  review  of  the  Town  Manager,  or  his  or  her  designee.  The 
COMPANY  shall  also  maintain  records  of  positions  that  become  va¬ 
cant  during  the  year  and  are  refilled,  together  with  records  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Middleborough  residents  that  apply  for  such  positions  and  the 
number  of  Middleborough  residents  that  are  hired  to  fill  such  positions. 

4.  The  COMPANY  shall  locate  its  corporate  warehouse  and  distribu¬ 
tion  facilities  and  certain  of  its  corporate  offices  at  the  PROJECT. 

5.  The  COMPANY  shall  maintain  joint  corporate  offices  in  Mid¬ 
dleborough  and  South  Yarmouth,  Massachusetts,  and  should  the 
COMPANY  decide  to  consolidate  its  corporate  offices,  it  shall  lo¬ 
cate  the  same  at  the  PROJECT.  Except  for  future  minor  expansions 
and  renovations  at  the  South  Yarmouth  facility,  future  corporate  of¬ 
fices  shall  be  built  in  Middleborough. 
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6.  At  full  buildout  the  PROJECT  will  comprise  approximately 
1,000,000  square  feet  of  combined  office,  warehouse  and  distribu¬ 
tion  space  and  approximately  500-600  people  will  be  employed 
thereat.  It  is  intended  that  the  PROJECT  will  be  completed  in  four 
phases,  each  approximately  equal  in  size,  and  that  full  build-out  will 
occur  within  ten  years  more  or  less.  Approximately  150  new  em¬ 
ployees  will  be  employed  at  the  Project  during  phase  one  with  ap¬ 
proximately  80  to  100  new  employees  being  employed  during 
phases  two,  three  and  four,  respectively. 

7.  If  the  COMPANY  decides  to  sell  or  transfer  the  Property,  or  to 
discontinue  operations  thereat,  it  shall  give  written  notice  to  the 
TOWN  at  least  two  months  prior  to  said  sale,  transfer  or  discon¬ 
tinuation.  Said  notice  shall  be  given  by  certified  mail,  postage 
prepaid,  return  receipt  requested  to  the  Town  Manager,  Town 
Hall,  10  Nickerson  Avenue,  Middleborough,  Massachusetts 
(02346). 

B.  THE  TOWN’S  OBLIGATIONS: 

1.  The  TOWN  hereby  grants  a  tax  increment  financing  exemption  to 
the  COMPANY  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  23A,  Section  3E,  Chapter  40,  Section  59,  Chapter  59,  Sec¬ 
tion  5,  subsection  51,  and  all  applicable  law.  Said  exemption  shall 
be  granted  with  respect  to  the  PROJECT  as  described  above.  Said 
exemption  to  remain  in  effect  for  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  years, 
beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1997,  (July  1,  1996)  and  ending  with 
the  fiscal  year  2016  (June  30,  2016).  Said  exemption  schedule  is  as 
follows:

REPORT  TO  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING

FINANCIAL  OFFICE  BUILDING  AND  TOWN  HALL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

As  charged  by  Town  Meeting  earlier  this  fall,  the  Building  Committee  has 
set  about  the  task  of  selecting  a  professional  design  firm  for  the  renovation  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  historic  Town  Hall  and  the  newly  acquired  Town  Financial 
Office  Building. 

Since  our  first  meeting,  we  have  toured  and  inspected  both  buildings.  We 
have  reviewed  the  work  previously  completed  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  and

their  consultant.  Additionally,  we  have  reviewed  the  Designer  Selection  Guide¬ 
lines  published  by  the  State  to  ensure  that  our  work  will  be  fully  in  compliance. 

Recently  we  formed  a  sub-committee,  charged  with  writing  a  carefully 
crafted  Request  for  Proposals  for  the  services  needed  to  effectively  renovate  the 
two  buildings.  To  accomplish  this  in  a  timely  fashion,  we  obtained  similar  docu¬ 
ments  used  successfully  by  other  municipalities  for  their  renovation  projects. 
With  these  as  a  guideline,  the  sub-committee  has  prepared  a  preliminary  draft  for 
review  by  the  full  committee  later  this  week.  We  hope  to  advertise  this  Request 
for  Proposals  early  in  January. 

While  that  process  continues,  we  are  also  attempting  to  collect  relevant  his¬ 
torical  data  on  both  buildings  so  that  the  scope  of  work  we  select  is  appropriate 
for  the  best  use  of  both  buildings. 

Our  anticipated  goal  is  to  be  able  to  present  a  specific  scope  of  work  out¬ 
lined  with  preliminary  plans  and  a  realistic  construction  budget  with  our  recom¬ 
mendations  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  Spring.

REPORT  OF  PROGRESS 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  FACILITIES  COMMITTEE 

1.  In  accordance  with  the  October  2,  1995  Special  Town  Meeting,  Town  Mod¬ 
erator  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  appointed  a  committee  of  fifteen  Middleborough 
voters  to  be  called  the  School  Building  Facilities  Committee.  The  members 
are:  Tracie  Craig,  Dennis  Driscoll,  Michael  Gillen,  Linda  Hailey,  Michael 
Ippolito,  Alan  Lindsay,  Thomas  Lynch,  Edward  Medeiros,  Harry  Pickering, 
Edward  Pratt,  Marcel  Richard,  Martin  Richardson,  Charles  Robinson,  David 
Snow  and  John  F.  Healey. 

2.  The  first  meeting  was  held  on  November  1,  1995  in  the  H.B.  Burkland  cafe¬ 
teria.  Officers  elected  were  Alan  R.  Lindsay,  Chairman  and  Edward  M.  Pratt, 
Vice-Chairman.  A  Secretary/Clerk  will  soon  be  hired  as  the  paid  position  is 
currently  being  advertised.  Dr.  Ippolito  is  secretary  pro  tern.  A  time  line  has 
been  established  and  goals  outlined  for  each  month,  with  May  as  the  dead¬ 
line  for  completion  of  our  report,  in  time  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

3.  On  Saturday,  November  4,  the  committee  toured  the  closed  schools  and  on  - 
two  successive  Wednesday  mornings,  November  8  and  15,  the  committee 
toured  the  open  schools. 

4.  On  Wednesday,  November  15,  a  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  reactions  to 
the  closed  schools  which  had  been  visited.  A  vote  was  taken  to  recommend 
to  the  School  Committee  that  four  of  the  six  closed  schools  be  turned  over  to 
the  Town  for  whatever  good  use  can  be  found  for  them.  The  four  schools  are 
the  Rock  School,  South  Middleborough  School,  the  Green  School  and  the 
Plymouth  Street  School.  Further  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  West 
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Side  School  and  the  DeMoranville  School  on  Pleasant  Street  in  North  Mid- 
dleborough.  Several  hearings  as  well  as  tours  of  these  schools  will  be  held 
during  the  month  of  January.  We  also  discussed  the  topic  of  funding  for 
additional  classrooms  from  State  Building  Assistance  reimbursements  as  well 
as  local  resources. 

5.  Our  most  recent  meeting  on  Wednesday,  December  6,  continued  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  closed  and  operating  schools.  Building  Inspector  William  Gedra- 
itis  and  Plumbing  Inspector  Dennis  Driscoll  provided  valuable  information 
and  answered  questions  from  individual  committee  members.  The  committee 
also  heard  a  presentation  from  the  officers  of  the  Little  League  concerning 
the  use  of  the  Town-owned  land  formerly  used  by  the  Shaw  Varnish  Com¬ 
pany.  The  S.B.F.C.  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  the  proposal  to  the 
School  Committee,  as  the  committee  felt  that  student  population  density  of 
the  HBB/May flower  complex  precluded  plans  for  future  school  buildings. 

6.  The  S.B.F.C.  will  meet  again  this  Wednesday,  December  13,  for  the  purpose 
of  continued  discussion  and  the  gathering  of  important  information.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Hailey,  will  be  present  to 
interpret  demographic  statistics  and  to  answer  questions  relative  to  current 
and  future  economic  and  social  growth  of  the  Town.  We  will  also  be  study¬ 
ing  the  report  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  for  Social  and  Economic  Re¬ 
search  based  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst,  better  known  as 
the  MISER  Report.  Also,  we  will  be  discussing  the  more  recent  Study  of 
School  Facilities  Needs  in  the  Middleborough  Public  Schools  (March  18, 
1995)  by  Dr.  John  Calabro,  an  educational  consultant  formerly  with  the  State 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission.

Dear  Citizens  of  Middleborough, 

This  is  my  third  annual  report  from  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  I’m  happy  to 
say  that  during  1995,  the  department  made  significant  progress  towards  updating 
and  computerizing  department  functions. 

The  department  had  several  personnel  changes.  Ms.  Barbara  Erickson  was 
appointed  Assistant  Assessor/ Appraiser.  She  brings  a  great  deal  of  professional 
expertise  and  years  of  experience  to  the  position.  Mrs.  Donna  Fernandes  was 
appointed  Assistant  to  the  Appraiser.  Mrs.  Fernandes  has  been  with  the  office  for 
over  16  years  and  has  the  expertise  in  both  public  relations  and  office  administra¬ 
tion.  Mr.  Jacob  Kulian  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  April,  1995 
replacing  Mr.  William  Langlois.  As  the  newest  Board  member,  Mr.  Kulian  was 
elected  clerk. 

The  Board  is  proud  to  report  that  tax  bills  for  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
were  issued  on  time.  The  Board  is  also  very  proud  to  report  that  only  190  abate¬ 
ments  were  filed  and  some  of  those  were  the  standard  ones  filed  by  grange  orga¬ 
nizations.  This  number  is  down  from  880+  applications  filed  in  1993  and  over 
1600  applications  filed  in  1992. 

The  Board  also  increased  its  use  of  newspaper  releases  to  help  keep  the 
public  informed  of  what  we  were  doing  and  why.  A  major  effort  was  also  made 
to  inform  people  of  their  rights  and  obligations. 

After  several  years  of  being  closed  on  Tuesdays,  the  Board  plans  to  have  the 
office  open  five  days  a  week  starting  in  January  of  1996.  In  addition  to  working 
closely  with  the  other  town  financial  officers,  the  Board  has  provided  maps  and 
related  material  to  the  Town  Planner,  Building  Department  and  Water  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  Board’s  program  of  asking  non-profit  organizations  to  make  “payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes”  has  been  a  positive  step  for  the  town  in  receiving  additional 
money.  The  Board  of  Assessors  would  like  to  thank  Fair  Havens,  Inc.  for  their 
recent  donation. 

In  1995  the  Board  again  reduced  the  amount  of  tax  money  needed  for  the 
overlay  account.  The  amount  being  $400,000  which  is  a  reduction  of  over 
$200,000  since  1993. 

In  1996,  the  Board  will  continue  to  update  the  cranberry  bog  acreage  but 
may  need  new  aerial  photos  to  carry  out  this  project.  The  Board  will  also  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  on  doing  the  Personal  Property  tax  in-house  without  costing  the 
town  several  thousand  dollars  required  in  past  years. 

Special  thanks  goes  out  to  our  valuable  staff,  whose  hard  work,  cooperation 
and  dedication  is  greatly  appreciated.  Thanks  also  to  the  computer  department 
director  Roger  Brunelle  for  his  ongoing  cooperation  in  helping  to  computerize 
this  department. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  worked  with  the  Town  Manager  and  several  other 
departments  to  bring  Christmas  Tree  Shops  to  Middleborough.  This  is  a  welcome 
addition  to  our  employment  and  tax  base.  Hopefully  other  businesses  will  follow 
and  provide  jobs  and  revenues  to  meet  the  towns  need. 
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In  closing,  please  note  that  the  Board’s  progress  over  the  past  three  years 
was  made  in  spite  of  the  devastating  budget  cuts  made  by  the  Finance  Committee 
in  1993.  This  cut  of  over  $50,000  was  made  in  addition  to  the  Boards  voluntary 
cut  of  $30,000.  This  action  hindered  the  departments  move  towards  moderniza¬ 
tion  and  cost  the  town  interest  on  funds  it  borrowed  because  of  late  tax  bills.

The  94-95  school  year  at  Bristol-Plymouth  concluded  with  the  graduation  of 
132  members  of  the  class  of  1995.  Ninety-five  percent  of  the  graduates  were 
immediately  placed  in  jobs  or  went  on  to  post-secondary  education.  The  school 
had  a  total  enrollment  of  757  students  which  included  37  post-graduate  students 
in  the  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  Program. 

We  have  endeavored  to  increase  the  level  of  technology  over  a  five  year 
period.  During  this  year,  we  have  utilized  our  Perkins  grant  funds  to  expand 
computer  technology  in  the  areas  of  Drafting,  Machine  Shop,  Metal  Fabrication, 
Food  Trades,  Mathematics,  and  Science. 

The  academic-technical  curriculum  integration  project  continued  with  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  an  applied  Biology/Chemistry  program  in  which  students  experi¬ 
ment  in  a  laboratory  setting  with  scientific  principles  and  concepts  in  a  “learn  by 
doing”  manner. 

The  math  department  has  introduced  an  innovative  approach  to  teaching 
mathematics  in  an  individually  self-paced  manner  in  which  students  progress  at 
their  own  rate  and  are  provided  instructional  support  from  a  team  of  math  teach¬ 
ers  to  best  accommodate  their  individual  learning  styles. 

Bristol-Plymouth  was  part  of  a  joint  effort  with  schools  in  Berkley,  Dighton, 
Rehoboth,  Taunton,  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School,  the  local  business 
community,  and  the  Regional  Employment  Board  in  securing  $475,000  in 
School-to-Work  funds  to  be  expended  over  the  next  three  years.  The  funds  will 
be  used  to  provide  students  with  experiences  and  competencies  which  will  better 
prepare  them  for  entry  into  the  world  of  work.  The  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
School  District  serves  as  Fiscal  Agent  for  this  project. 

Facility  improvements  completed  in  1995  include  the  procurement  of  a  72 
passenger  school  bus  enabling  the  school  to  reduce  the  costs  of  extra  curricular 
student  transportation.  Students  of  Bristol-Plymouth  as  well  as  community  resi¬ 
dents  are  benefiting  from  the  resurfacing  of  the  athletic  track.  The  District  also 
has  received  funding  from  the  Department  of  Energy  for  the  improvement  of 
energy  conservation  measures  in  the  school. 

Students  continue  to  provide  valuable  services  to  our  member  municipalities 
in  the  form  of  projects  such  as  the  Christmas  Display  in  the  Taunton  Common, 
the  construction  of  cabins  at  the  Old  Colony  YMCA  Camp  in  Middleborough, 
metal  fabrication  assistance  to  the  Berkley  Highway  Department,  the  striping  and 
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lettering  of  police  cruisers  for  the  Town  of  Raynham,  and  the  construction  of 
signs  for  the  Bridgewater  Cemetery  Historical  Society. 

In  closing,  the  District  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  the  long-time  em¬ 
ployees  who  retired  during  1995.

INSPECTOR  OF  BUILDINGS 


This  was  a  record  year  of  activity  for  the  Building  Department.  We  issued 
926  permits  and  collected  $160,234  in  fees  for  building  permits  including  occu¬ 
pancy,  demolition,  signs  and  certificates. 

The  estimated  value  of  construction  for  97  new  single  family  housing  starts 
alone  was  $6,925,350  and  the  value  of  all  commercial  construction  was 
$14,070,590.  The  total  value  of  all  permitted  work  was  for  $46,123,231  which  is 
four  times  the  amount  of  last  year  and  the  greatest  amount  in  at  least  the  last 
decade. 

All  fees  taken  in  by  the  entire  Building  Department  totaled  a  record 
$235,197.  This  does  not  include  $7,903  of  fees  which  were  waved  by  the  Select¬ 
men  for  certain  Town/non-profit  work.  ($160,234,  Building;  $45,123,  Plumbing 
and  Gas;  $29,840,  Wiring). 

This  exceeded  the  total  budget  to  run  the  entire  Building  Department  for 
fiscal  year  1996  which  was  only  $193,379. 

There  has  been  some  major  changes  in  the  personnel  this  year  which  in¬ 
clude:  William  Beal,  Inspector  of  Wires,  retired  in  August  after  serving  several 
years  as  Inspector  and  many  more  years  as  Alternate  Inspector  prior  to  that.  Wil¬ 
liam  Gazza  came  on  board  in  August  as  the  Inspector  of  Wires.  Joyce  Eaton, 
senior  clerk,  retired  after  serving  nineteen  years  with  the  department.  Linda 
Thomas,  who  served  as  clerk  to  the  department  for  twelve  years  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  to  senior  clerk  position.  Cathy  DeMoranville  was  appointed  to  the  clerk’s 
position  in  June.  Walter  Adamiec,  who  has  been  part-time  Assistant  Inspector  of 
Buildings  since  1992  is  now  serving  as  full-time  Assistant. 
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The  Town  is  growing  steadily  residentially  and  commercially.  The  largest 
commercial  project  started  this  year  was  the  Christmas  Tree  Shop,  which  is  ap¬ 
proximately  260,000  s.f.  in  area  and  valued  at  approximately  $11,000,000  for  the 
first  of  four  potential  phases. 

I’ve  observed  many  changes  of  the  past  two  decades  to  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough.  This  is  my  twentieth  year  as  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  I  look  for¬ 
ward  to  continuing  to  serve  its  public  and  the  community.

CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  (CPC)  has  completed  several  tasks  over  the 
past  several  years.  Upon  approval  by  Town  Meeting  of  a  By-law,  established 
under  the  General  Laws,  the  CPC  has  moved  forward  to  create  a  report  format 
along  with  a  priority  rating  list  for  all  capital  projects  in  the  community. 

The  priority  rating  list  allows  any  capital  project  to  be  rated  and  assigned 
specific  point  values,  based  on  Public  Health,  Public  Safety,  Maintenance  to  Ex¬ 
isting  Capital  Assets,  Improvements  to  our  Town’s  Infrastructure,  Federal  and 
State  Legal  Requirements  and  alleviation  of  overburdened  situations  and  produc¬ 
tivity  of  our  Town  Employees.  Based  upon  these  point  values,  a  ranking  sheet  of 
capital  projects  has  been  established.  This  priority  list  is  made  part  of  our  annual 
report. 

This  upcoming  fiscal  year,  FY’97,  the  CPC  recommends  expenditures  for  the 
Park  and  Police  Departments.  Additionally,  that  monies  be  made  available  to 
evaluate  and  improve  on  civil  structures  (bridges  and  dams)  within  the  Town  of 
Middleborough.  Various  recommendations,  unrelated  to  expenditures  have  also 
been  included  in  the  report.  The  CPC  recognizes  that  several  projects  worth  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  may  be  considered  at  the  upcoming  Town  Meeting.  Additionally, 
various  projects  approved  at  past  Town  Meetings  have  yet  to  be  bonded.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  the  CPC  has  adopted  a  position  of  minimizing  recommendations  for  this 
fiscal  year. 

Presently,  the  Town  of  Middleborough  has  6  bonds  being  paid.  Three  will  be 
paid  off  by  the  year  2002.  The  Town’s  approximate  bonding  debt  (principal  and 
interest),  provided  for  the  next  six  years,  in  thousands  of  dollars,  is  summarized 
in  the  table  below:

The  Treasurer’s  report  outlines  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  Town  debt  payments  are  paid  directly  by  revenues  derived 
from  various  Town  Departments. 

This  upcoming  year,  the  CPC  will  meet  with  the  Board  of  Tax  Assessors  and 
Town  Treasurer  and  attempt  to  provide  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  mecha¬ 
nism  for  assuring  predictions  of  revenue  stream,  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough. 
Also,  a  five  year  spending  plan  for  all  capital  equipment  will  be  provided.  On 
behalf  of  all  the  Committee  members,  I  state  that  it  has  been  an  honor  to  serve 
the  Town  of  Middleborough  in  this  civic  endeavor.

The  Wetlands  Protection  Act,  M.G.L.  Ch.  131,  s.  40,  charges  local  Conser¬ 
vation  Commissions  with  the  responsibility  of  protecting  wetland  resource  areas 
and  insuring  that  they  perform  their  stated  functions:  water  supply  protection, 
groundwater  protection,  prevention  of  pollution,  flood  control,  storm  damage  pre¬ 
vention,  protection  of  wildlife  habitat  and  protection  of  fisheries.  Dredging,  alter¬ 
ing  and  filling  are  regulated  by  law. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  spent  another  year  enforcing  the  Law  by 
holding  public  hearings,  conducting  on-site  inspections  and  issuing  the  appropri¬ 
ate  permits  or  findings.  One  hundred  thirty-nine  public  hearings  were  held  for 
filings  submitted  under  a  Notice  of  Intent  or  a  Request  for  Determination  of 
applicability.  These  hearings  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  fifty-nine  permits  or  deci¬ 
sions.  A  Request  for  Determination  is  made  for  projects  that  minimally  impact 
the  wetland  resource  or  as  a  preliminary  hearing  before  a  project  is  designed  (  a 
dwelling,  sub-division  etc.).  A  Notice  of  Intent  is  filed  for  construction  or  alter¬ 
ation  within  the  100  ft.  buffer  zone  of  a  wetland  resource  area.  This  type  of  filing 
requires  detailed  review  of  engineered  plans,  public  input,  confirmation  of  the 
resource  area  boundaries  and  a  permit  that  will  protect  the  owner  as  well  as 
abutting  property. 

Other  permits  issued  were  eleven  Certificates  of  Compliance  for  projects  that 
have  been  completed  and  fourteen  Extension  Permits  for  projects  still  under  con¬ 
struction. 

The  Pratt  Farm  Conservation  Area  continues  to  attract  such  activities  as  the 
Farmer’s  Market,  Earth  Day,  Watupa  Music  Festival,  Native  American  Pow 
Wow  and  of  course  the  Fall  Festival.  Other  activities,  that  continue  to  give  the 
public  pleasure:  snowmobiling,  cross  country  skiing,  sledding,  hiking,  bird 
watching  and  any  other  thing  that  gives  the  nature  lover  pleasure,  are  free  at  the 
Farm.  Please  enjoy  this  wonderful  resource.  The  Commission  was  sorry  to  loose 
the  expertise  of  Kermit  Studley  on  the  Board,  in  1995,  and  we  enthusiastically 
welcome  Gail  Putvinskas  with  her  wealth  of  knowledge.

In  1995,  the  Council  on  Aging  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  services 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  both  frail  and  well  elders. 

The  Nutrition  Program  continued  to  provide  healthful,  enjoyable  and  eco¬ 
nomical  meals  to  seniors  through  the  home  delivered  meal  program,  the  regular 
weekday  lunch  program  at  the  Senior  Center  and  a  number  of  special  Sunday  and 
Holiday  lunches. 

Working  in  collaboration  with  the  Greater  Attleboro  Transit  Regional  Au¬ 
thority,  the  Council  on  Aging  operated  and  administered  an  extensive  program  of 
transportation  services  for  elderly  and  handicapped  residents  of  Middleborough. 
Services  provided  included  transportation  to  the  Multi-Service  Center,  to  medical 
appointments,  to  education,  employment  and  recreation  sites,  to  local  supermar¬ 
kets  and  to  a  number  of  special  events. 

On-going  emphasis  was  placed  on  providing  counseling  assistance  and  mak¬ 
ing  home  visits  to  homebound  senior  citizens  and  others  too  frail  to  visit  the 
Center  on  a  regular  basis.  This  effort  included  expanded  contact  with  area  nurs¬ 
ing  homes  and  rest  homes  to  assist  elderly  residents  of  these  facilities  gain  im¬ 
proved  access  to  services  available  through  the  Council  on  Aging. 

The  Social  Day  Care  Program  continued  to  provide  a  model  program  of 
support  and  assistance  to  frail  elders  in  need  of  affordable  day  care  in  a  protected 
homelike  environment. 

Working  in  collaboration  with  AARP  and  the  Middleborough  Senior  Citi¬ 
zens  Club,  the  Council  on  Aging  sponsored  day  trips  to  Foxwoods,  Cape  Cod 
and  a  number  of  other  sites.  In  addition,  several  overnight  trips  were  conducted. 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  recreation  and  learning 
activities  for  seniors,  including  bingo,  exercise  classes,  a  walking  group,  line 
dancing,  square  dancing,  pool,  card  games,  crafts,  painting  and  bowling. 

Numerous  health  issues  were  addressed  through  lectures,  group  talks  and 
medical  screenings  arranged  by  our  Health  Care  Coordinator. 

Our  staff  and  volunteers  continued  to  provide  assistance  for  senior  citizens 
and  other  residents  of  Middleborough  in  need  of  surplus  donable  foods, 
weatherization  benefits  and  fuel  assistance. 

Health  benefits  and  Social  Security  counseling  were  provided  at  the  Center 
by  Council  on  Aging  staff  and  representatives  of  the  Social  Security  Administra¬ 
tion. 

A  representative  of  Congressman  Barney  Frank’s  office  visited  the  Center  on 
a  monthly  basis  to  provide  constituent  services,  as  did  staff  members  from  the 
offices  of  State  Representatives  Rob  Kraus  and  William  Straus. 

A  blood  pressure  screening  clinic  was  operated  by  the  Town  Nurse  on  a 
weekly  basis. 

Legal  assistance  for  seniors  was  provided  by  representatives  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Legal  Services  Corporation  who  visited  the  Center  on  a  regular 
basis. 
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In  collaboration  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Cooperative  Extension 
System,  the  COA  continued  its  participation  in  the  Farmers  Market  Food  Coupon 
program  for  low-income  senior  citizens. 

Major  special  events  during  the  year  included  the  AARP  55  Alive  Mature 
Driving  Course,  the  Middleborough  Mile  (a  one  mile  walk  to  raise  funds  for  the 
Social  Day  Care  Program),  visits  to  the  Flower  Show,  the  J.F.K.  Library  and 
New  England  Aquarium,  an  Aviation  Art  Show  displaying  paintings  of  vintage 
aircraft  by  John  Barradas,  a  volunteer  celebration  and  dinner  at  the  Fireside 
Grille,  a  concert  by  the  Massasoit  Senior  Orchestra,  the  initiation  of  an 
Alzheimer’s  Support  Group,  a  Senior  Expo  where  representatives  of  37  business, 
health  and  social  service  organizations  presented  information  about  their  services, 
and  visits  by  a  number  of  health  maintenance  organizations  and  other  groups  to 
acquaint  seniors  with  pending  and  proposed  changes  in  Medicare  and  private 
health  insurance. 

Community  volunteers,  the  majority  of  whom  were  seniors,  continued  to 
augment  paid  staff  in  all  phases  of  the  Council’s  work.  These  volunteers  pre¬ 
pared,  served  and  delivered  meals,  provided  maintenance  services,  worked  with 
our  day  care  clients,  organized  trips  and  recreation  activities,  performed  adminis¬ 
trative  duties,  staffed  the  gift  shop,  assisted  with  fundraising  activities,  wrote  and 
edited  the  newsletter,  staffed  the  commodity  food  distribution  program,  planted 
flowers  and  maintained  our  flower  beds,  provided  income  tax  assistance  and  per¬ 
formed  a  variety  of  other  important  duties  for  which  paid  staff  were  not  avail¬ 
able. 

The  Council  received  generous  support  and  assistance  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  (Area  Agency  on  Aging), 
Old  Colony  Elderly  Services,  the  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program,  the  Town 
Manager,  other  Town  Departments  and  many  local  churches  and  community 
groups. 

Middleborough  Services  to  the  Elderly,  Kiwanis  and  the  Maxim  Fund  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  important  assistance  to  the  Council  on  Aging  through  volunteer 
support  and  donations. 

A  monthly  newsletter  was  mailed  to  all  senior  citizens  listed  in  the  Town 
Directory.  In  addition,  area  newspapers  and  Continental  Cablevision  continued  to 
provide  important  support  to  the  Council  on  Aging  through  their  extensive  cover¬ 
age  and  publicizing  of  our  programs. 

At  year’s  end,  the  Council  on  Aging  received  a  Service  Incentive  Award 
from  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  to  establish  a  geriatric 
peer  counseling  training  and  service  program. 

Major  acquisitions  during  the  year  included  six  passive  exercise  machines, 
an  additional  wheelchair  lift-equipped  van  and  a  new  ten  burner,  commercial 
quality,  stainless  steel  stove. 

The  Senior  Multi-Service  Center  served  as  the  site  of  numerous  receptions, 
business  meetings  and  other  special  events.  The  rental  income  derived  from  these 
activities  was  placed  in  the  Council  on  Aging  Trust  Fund  to  help  defray  the  cost 
of  COA  services  to  the  Town.  The  Senior  Multi-Service  Center  also  continued  to 
serve  the  Town  as  a  voting  site  during  elections. 
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In  December,  the  name  of  the  Multi-Service  Center  was  formally  changed  by 
the  Town  to  honor  Leonard  E.  Simmons,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  COA 
from  1979  to  1994. 

The  COA  continued  to  derive  a  substantial  percentage  of  the  funds  needed  to 
operate  its  programs  from  contract  income  and  service  fees.  A  total  of  $150,000 
from  these  sources  was  utilized  in  fiscal  year  1995  to  help  offset  the  Town’s 
financial  support  of  the  COA.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 


The  Health  Department  continued  to  be  very  active  in  1995  both  in  the 
health  and  environmental  areas.  The  revision  of  Title  5  was  implemented  on 
March  31,  1995  bringing  about  some  significant  changes  for  homeowners,  real¬ 
tors,  health  departments,  engineers,  etc.  A  few  revisions  have  been  made  on  this 
document  effective  November  3,  1995  and  we  have  recently  received  a  com¬ 
pleted  version  of  the  revised  code. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurses  have  been  very  active  with  community  projects, 
immunization  clinics,  health  education/disease  prevention,  logging  in  a  total  of 
office,  home  and  clinic  visits  at  five  thousand  forty-three  (5,043).  They  have  also 
served  as  a  Public  Health  Community  experience  model  for  a  college  student 
which  is  a  source  of  pride  to  this  department. 

The  state  decreased  the  amount  of  influenza  vaccine  issued  to  us  this  year, 
but  they  did  provide  pneumonia  vaccine  for  the  first  time  and  the  clinics  were 
well  attended. 

Food  establishment  inspections  were  conducted  and,  of  particular  concern,  is 
the  organism  Escherichia  Coli  0157:H7  which  has  been  isolated  primarily  in 
hamburg  but  has  been  found  in  chicken  and  other  meats  and  foods.  E.Coli 
0157:H7  may  be  especially  dangerous  to  children  and  elderly,  thus  thoroughly 
cooking  our  food  to  at  least  155°  is  very  important  and  cross  contamination  dur¬ 
ing  preparation  must  be  avoided. 

Rabies  continues  to  be  a  very  serious  threat  to  the  public  health.  It  is  urgent 
that  we  vaccinate  all  our  cats  and  dogs  and  avoid  all  contact  and  feeding  of  wild 
animals  and  feral  cats.  Please  call  Animal  Control  Officer,  William  Wyatt  or  the 
Health  Department  for  assistance  if  necessary.  Our  annual  Rabies  Clinic,  co¬ 
sponsored  with  the  Pocksha  Canine  Club  was  attended  by  one  hundred  twenty- 
five  cats  and  one  hundred  seventy-three  dogs. 

Animal  complaints,  housing  violations,  food  establishment  problems,  failed 
septic  systems,  lot  line  disputes,  lead  paint  violations,  illegal  dumping,  well  water 
problems,  surface  water/drainage,  and  noise/air  pollution  were  some  of  the  com¬ 
plaints  received  and  investigated  by  the  Health  Department  in  1995. 

Eight  hundred  fifty-six  (856)  permits  and  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Health 
Department  generating  $6 1 ,47 1 .50. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Town  officials,  all  the  Town  departments/boards  and 
citizens  of  Middleborough  for  their  cooperation,  support  and  assistance  through¬ 
out  the  year.

Nineteen  ninety-five  was  a  very  good  year  for  community  health  care.  Local 
involvement  and  support  were  again  more  than  favorable.

Many  volunteers  also  assisted  during  the  fourth  week  with  sorting  and  boxing  of  all 
the  gifts.  Thanks  to  all  who  helped  to  make  the  Castle  a  great  success. 

Ocean  Spray’s  annual  Christmas  Angel  Tree  was  also  a  huge  success.  This 
year,  one  hundred  ninety  needy  children  and  deserving  elderly  were  presented 
with  gifts  of  new  clothing  donated  by  the  generous  employees  at  Ocean  Spray’s 
Corporate  Office.  This  was  our  fifth  year  supervising  this  project  and  we  hope  it 
will  continue  for  many  more.

As  we  are  the  Salvation  Army  unit  for  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  year 
round  services  are  provided  to  the  deserving  townspeople  in  the  form  of  emer¬ 
gency  food  vouchers,  emergency  fuel  assistance  and  applications  for  Camp  Won¬ 
derland,  the  Salvation  Army  summer  camp. 

In  the  Spring  of  1995  we  were  able  to  sponsor  a  graduate  nursing  student 
from  Salve  Regina  College,  receiving  her  BSN,  with  seventy  hours  of  community 
health  nursing  experience.  This  was  a  rewarding  teaching  experience  and  we  are 
looking  forward  to  repeating  it.  Salve  Regina  College  expressed  their  gratitude 
with  regard  to  this  externship  program. 

Our  Fall  flu  clinics  were  held  again  this  year  at  the  nursing  homes  for  staff 
and  residents,  and  for  all  of  the  Middleborough  School  staff  and  Town  depart¬ 
ments  desiring  the  immunizations.  Our  two  large  public  flu  clinics  for  all  ages 
were  held  at  the  VFW  Hall  and  the  Council  on  Aging.  Our  own  homebound 
patients  were  also  given  the  flu  vaccine.  This  year  the  state  supplied  us  with  the 
pneumonia  vaccine  which  was  offered  to  one  and  all,  if  needed,  at  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  clinics. 

Annual  vision  and  hearing  clinics  were  held  in  the  Spring  for  all  eight  pre¬ 
schools.  Two  MMR  Clinics  were  held  for  the  school  children;  one  in  the  Spring 
at  the  Mayflower  School  for  sixth  graders  and  one  in  August  for  any  school  age 
child  needing  updating  of  MMR  or  any  immunizations.  Annual  TD  booster  clin¬ 
ics  were  held  at  the  Junior  High  School  and  High  School  in  the  Fall. 

Regular  childhood  immunization  clinics  are  offered  during  our  clinic  hours 
held  Monday  through  Thursday  from  9:00  -  10:00  A.M.  and  4:00  -  5:00  P.M. 

Home  health  supervision  visits  were  made  monthly  to  approximately  ninety 
elderly  residents,  with  more  frequent  visits  as  needed.  Our  nursing  assistant  pro¬ 
vides  weekly  personal  care  as  necessary. 

Our  patients  are  referred  to  us  by  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  of  Brockton, 
area  hospital  Social  Service  Department,  local  physicians,  school  nurses,  Council 
on  Aging,  Town  Departments  and  relatives  or  any  concerned  individuals. 

We  continue  to  see  newborn  babies  when  referred  to  us  by  local  hospitals. 

All  communicable  diseases  as  mandated  are  investigated  and  reported  to  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health.

DEPARTMENT  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 

This  is  my  tenth  report  as  Sealer  of  Weights  &  Measures. 

During  this  past  year,  635  weighing  and  measuring  devices  were  inspected. 
Of  this  number,  47  were  adjusted,  631  were  sealed,  1  was  not  sealed,  and  3  were 
condemned. 

In  the  course  of  testing  and  sealing  gas  pumps  and  oil  truck  meters,  approxi¬ 
mately  1,480  gallons  of  gas  and  3,500  gallons  of  heating  oil  were  pumped.  This 
was  significantly  more  than  was  pumped  last  year  for  two  reasons:  1)  more  me- 
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ters  than  usual  needed  to  be  serviced  and  calibrated  and  2)  additional  gas  meters 
were  installed  at  one  gas  station  in  South  Middleborough  and  at  a  new  one  con¬ 
structed  near  the  rotary. 

Below  is  a  complete  table  of  all  the  measuring  devices  that  were  (A)  ad¬ 
justed,  (S)  sealed,  (N)  not  sealed,  and  (C)  condemned  for  the  calendar  year  1995.

This  is  my  thirteenth  annual  Town  Report  as  Director  of  Civil  De¬ 
fense/Emergency  Management  Agency  for  Town  of  Middleborough.  1995  began 
with  issuance  of  an  advisory  to  the  residents  of  Middleborough  about  winter 
survival  and  related  matters.  In  1995,  the  winter  of  past  years  never  came.  It  was 
one  of  the  mildest  winters  I  have  ever  seen,  since  I  have  been  Director. 

I  worked  with  the  Auxiliary  Police  Department  which  is  in  its  12th  year  as 
an  Association.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  men  and  women  who  are  willing  to 
donate  their  time  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough.  The  Auxiliary  Police  Report 
can  be  found  near  the  Police  Department’s  Report. 

We  continued  to  work  in  updating  the  hazardous  material  in  our  Town, 
which  is  covered  by  S.A.R.A.  (Superfund  Amendments  and  Reauthorization  Act 
of  1986).  Along  with  this  planning,  Civil  Defense  is  also  responsible  for  Hazard¬ 
ous  Material  Training  for  the  Town.  I  continued  to  work  along  with  Jeff  Merritt, 
Community  Right  To  Know  officer,  to  make  sure  the  residents  are  informed 
about  their  rights  under  S.A.R.A.  Personnel  were  needed  in  one  incident,  for 
informational  purposes  only.  Material  safety  data  sheets  were  used  to  find  the 
properties  of  a  certain  chemical.  Books  from  S.A.R  A.  were  available  as  to  what 
action  needed  to  be  taken,  but  none  were  used. 

I  attended  the  monthly  meetings  for  Civil  Defense/Emergency  Management 
Agency  personnel,  which  are  sponsored  by  the  state  and  federal  Emergency  Man¬ 
agement  Agency  units.  I  am  coordinating  our  needs  with  the  American  Red 
Cross,  for  the  preparation  of  natural  disasters.  We  participated  in  the  monthly 
R.A.C.E.  radio  drill,  as  well  as  the  bi-monthly  checkerboard  tests. 

In  1996,  I  will  continue  working  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  by  keeping 
myself  and  Town  Departments  informed  of  all  new  aspects  of  Civil  De¬ 
fense/Emergency  Management  Agency,  both  state  and  federal.  Personnel  associ¬ 
ated  with  Civil  Defense/Emergency  Management  Agency  will  receive  continued 
training  in  radiological  monitoring,  hazardous  material,  and  other  aspects  of  Civil 
Defense. 

Thank  you  for  your  cooperation  in  the  past  and  look  forward  for  your  contin¬ 
ued  support  in  the  future.

Citizens  of  Middleborough 

As  I  am  winding  down  my  career  as  a  firefighter  with  29  years  of  service  to 
the  Town  of  Middleborough,  I  feel  proud  of  my  accomplishments  and  ability  to 
attain  the  rank  of  Fire  Chief. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  firefighters  and  townspeople  that  supported  me  and  my 
endeavors  while  serving  as  Fire  Chief.  The  Fire  Dept,  has  cooperated  success¬ 
fully  with  other  Town  departments  and  received  equally  as  good  support  in  re¬ 
turn. 

My  biggest  adversary  as  Fire  Chief  has  been  the  economy.  Your  firefighters 
and  myself  have  operated  under-staffed  and  under-funded  for  the  past  5  years. 
We  have  responded  to  emergencies  with  inadequate  numbers  of  personnel,  and 
have  been  very  fortunate  to  have  prevailed  against  the  unknown  factors  of  fire¬ 
fighting  and  rescue  work. 

Our  firefighting  apparatus  is  aging,  with  our  newest  apparatus  of  the  1989 
vintage.  With  a  town  of  69  sq.  miles  in  size,  we  put  more-than-average  wear  and 
tear  on  the  vehicles.  With  the  area  of  forested  lands  we  have,  we  need  a  second 
brushbreaker.  The  last  one  served  us  faithfully  for  30  years. 

The  townspeople  approved  a  haz-mat  revolving  account,  which  has  allowed 
us  to  purchase  supplies  which  will  enable  us  to  contain  haz-mat  spills  and  recog¬ 
nize  and  identify  the  materials  involved.  Funds  obtained  from  billing  under 
M.G.L.  21-E,  have  provided  the  source  of  funding  for  this  account,  at  no  cost  to 
the  Town.  In  January  of  1996,  4  firefighters  will  attend  the  Mass.  Fire  Academy 
for  haz-mat  support  team  training. 

We  now  have  all  municipal  buildings  protected  with  radio  controlled  fire 
alarm  systems.  The  townspeople  approved  of  the  new  R.C.F.A.  system  which  has 
replaced  our  1890  era  municipal  hard- wired  system.  This  new  system  will  enable 
the  Town  to  offer  direct  F.D.  notification  from  distant  nursing  homes  and  busi¬ 
nesses. 

The  juvenile  firesetter  program  has  been  successfully  implemented  into  the 
fire  service  with  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department  and  its  teachers.  This 
program  will  demonstrate  its  effectiveness  in  years  to  come. 

Our  call  firefighters  continue  to  provide  an  invaluable  service  to  the  Town, 
and  I  thank  them  for  their  dedication  which  oftentimes  appears  to  go  unrewarded 
and  not  appreciated.  We  have  approximately  16  call  firefighters,  down  from  60 
5  years  ago.  I  plan  to  put  another  12  call  firefighters  on  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  wish  I  could  continue  to  serve  as  your  Fire  Chief,  but  I  feel  it  is  time  to 
gracefully  retire  while  I  am  able  to.  Perhaps  I  may  serve  the  Town  in  some  other 
capacity  in  the  future.

MIDDLEBOROUGH  HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


The  Middleborough  Historical  Commission  has  maintained  a  busy  pace  this 
past  year  in  pursuing  its  goals  of  historic  preservation  and  education. 

The  Commission,  in  1995,  worked  collaboratively  with  the  Planning  Board 
and  Town  Planner  Ruth  Geoffroy  to  protect  two  historic  sites  threatened  by  rural 
development.  First,  the  Commission,  working  with  a  number  of  parties,  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  the  transfer  of  ownership  of  the  Drake  Family  Cemetery  (1760- 
1910)  located  at  the  Campanelli  Business  Park,  to  the  Titicut  Parish  Cemetery 
Association,  and  the  establishment  of  an  annual  maintenance  fund  which  will 
ensure  that  historic  cemetery’s  continued  preservation.  Second,  the  Commission 
has  diligently  pursued  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  property  off  Plympton  Street 
which  contains  two  unique  unfinished  18th  century  millstones,  and  which  the 
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owner  has  graciously  offered  to  deed  to  the  Town.  The  Commission  hopes  to 
complete  this  conveyance  in  the  coming  year. 

Middleborough’s  historic  and  architecturally  significant  structures  have  re¬ 
mained  an  on-going  concern  of  the  Commission.  In  September,  the  Commission 
concluded  a  Preservation  Restriction  Agreement  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
aimed  at  protecting  the  architectural  integrity  of  the  Savings  Bank  Building 
(1895),  the  exterior  of  which  is  now  being  exactingly  restored  to  its  original 
appearance.  The  Samuel  Eddy  House  (1721)  at  Eddyville  was  nominated  as  one 
of  the  Commonwealths  most  endangered  properties  under  the  Endangered  Prop¬ 
erties  Program  of  Historic  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  the  Commission  has,  thus  far, 
been  able  to  ensure  its  preservation  and  document  its  long  history.  Further,  the 
Commission  has  continued  to  seek  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  recogni¬ 
tion  for  Middleborough  Town  Hall  (1873). 

In  the  area  of  community  education,  the  Commission  has  sought  to  promote 
awareness  of  local  history  and  preservation  issues  through  a  number  of  programs. 
In  April,  the  Commission  co-sponsored  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Preserva¬ 
tion  Forum,  an  informative  and  lively  seminar  attended  by  local  residents,  as  well 
as  representatives  of  the  historical  commissions  of  Lakeville,  Raynham, 
Bridgewater,  East  Bridgewater,  Carver,  Wareham,  Dartmouth,  and  other  towns. 
The  Commisssion’s  always  popular  annual  slide  program,  presented  in  May  by 
Walter  Thompson,  this  year  focused  on  the  history  of  Middleborough  Town  Hall 
and  the  downtown  business  district.  Also,  the  Commission  has  worked  with  local 
residents  in  the  preparation  of  a  brochure  for  a  self-guided  tour  of  the  historic 
sites  of  Middleborough  to  be  available  early  in  1996. 

The  Commission  has  continued  to  monitor  the  demolition  of  structures  under 
the  demolition  delay  By-law,  and  has  reviewed  numerous  projects  involving  earth 
disturbances  in  order  to  help  protect  possible  archaeological  sites.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  has  also  reviewed  proposals  for  changes  to  Middleborough’s  historic  struc¬ 
tures  as  part  of  the  effort  to  protect  the  Town’s  architectural  heritage. 

In  1996,  the  Commission  shall  continue  to  pursue  its  goals  of  historic  preser¬ 
vation  in  Middleborough.

HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Middleborough  Housing  Authority  submits  this  report  to  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  of  its  continued  endeavors  to  provide  decent  safe  and  sanitary 
housing  to  persons  of  low  income. 

The  Middleborough  Housing  Authority  was  organized  in  1948  and  is  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  duly  organized  and  existing  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  Chapter  121B,  Section  3.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  are  legally 
responsible  for  the  overall  operation  of  the  Authority  and  consists  of  five  (5) 
individuals  four  (4)  members  are  elected  and  the  fifth  (5th)  is  appointed  by  the 
Commonwealth.  The  day  to  day  activities  of  the  Authority  are  administered  by 
the  Executive  Director. 

The  Authority  welcomed  Buddy  D.  Chilcot  as  a  duly  elected  member  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Authority.  Mr.  Chilcot’ s  election  filled  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  a  Commissioner  who  resigned  from  the  Board. 

The  Housing  Authority  administers  a  family  housing  program,  two  el¬ 
derly/handicapped  housing  complexes,  a  special  needs  housing  complex,  as  well 
as  State  and  Federal  subsidized  rental  assistance  programs  with  private  landlords. 

Preliminary  approval  of  funding  from  the  Commonwealth  for  capital  im¬ 
provements  has  been  received  by  the  Authority  for  the  family  housing  complex 
and  for  the  Nemasket  Apartments  elderly  housing  complex.  Landscaping  work, 
walk  repairs,  and  replacement  of  the  main  water  line  is  planned  for  the  family 
housing  complex.  Walk  repairs  and  hot  water  system  repairs  is  planned  for  the 
elderly  housing  complex  at  Nemasket  Apartments.  It  is  hopeful  that  the  funding 
will  soon  be  available  to  allow  the  Authority  to  begin  these  major  repairs. 

Governor  William  F.  Weld  signed  into  law  the  sweeping  Elderly/Disabled 
Housing  Bill  of  1995.  This  law  addresses  the  problems  associated  with  inter- 
generational  housing,  and  seeks  to  treat  both  the  Senior  citizens  and  the  young 
disabled  fairly.  The  age  for  eligibility  for  elderly/disabled  housing  is  now  sixty 
(60)  years  of  age.  New  emergency  regulations  were  filed  by  the  Executive  Office 
of  Communities  and  Development  for  Eligibility  and  for  Tenant  Selection  for 
State-Aided  Housing  Programs  and  are  now  in  effect.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough:  The  Delegate  and  Alternate  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area  Agency  on 
Aging  activities  for  1995. 

NARRATIVE  STATEMENT: 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  is  responsible  for 
the  planning,  coordination  and  funding  of  elderly  services  under  Title  III  of  the 
Older  American  Act  in  the  23  community  region  served  by  the  program.  The 
Area  Agency,  in  conjunction  with  input  from  the  23  community  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  has  focused  its  efforts  on  developing  a  comprehensive  network  of  services 
and  programs  which  are  responsive  to  the  full  spectrum  of  elder  service  needs.  In 
collaboration  with  local  Councils  On  Aging  and  Elder  Service  Provider  Agencies, 
the  Area  Agency  provided  grant  funding  for  the  following  services  and  programs 
in  Fiscal  Year  1995: 

•  Senior  Center  and  Outreach  Programs 

•  Home  Health  and  Respite  Services 

•  In-Home  Mental  Health  Services 

•  Services  for  Elders  with  Disabilities 

•  Transportation  Services 

•  Legal  Services 

•  Emergency  Services 

•  Congregate  and  Home-Delivered  Meals 

•  Nutritional  Education  and  Counseling 

•  Services  to  Families  and  Caregivers 

•  Nursing  Home  Ombudsman  Services 

In  addition  to  providing  the  services  listed  above,  the  Area  Agency  also  used 
funding  under  Title  III-F  of  the  Older  Americans  Act  for  the  provision  of  Disease 
Prevention  and  Health  Promotion  Programs  and  Services,  for: 

•  Community  Health  Education  Presentations 

•  Demonstration  fitness  and  exercise  programs  at  local  Councils  on  Aging 

•  Nutrition  Education  and  Healthy  Eating/Weight  Loss  Programs  to 
almost  500  elders. 

The  Area  Agency  also  used  funding  awarded  from  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Health  for  the  provision  of  Prostate  Cancer  Awareness  and 
Education  presentations  throughout  the  region.  The  Area  Agency  worked  closely 
with  Councils  On  Aging  and  other  Human  Service  Provider  Agencies  to  conduct 
these  presentations  at  various  locations.  A  total  of  14  educational  presentations 
were  conducted,  serving  more  than  320  elders. 

STATISTICAL  INFORMATION: 

The  services  and  programs  above  were  available  to  elders  throughout  the 
region.  In  1995,  over  380,000  units  of  service  were  provided  to  more  than  12,000 
elders.  These  included:  serving  836  elders  with  over  2000  trips  under  the  Volun- 
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teer  Transportation  Program;  approximately  2300  units  of  in-home  mental  health 
services  to  430  elders;  1600  units  of  in-home  personal  care  services;  3500  units 
of  legal  assistance  services;  and  250,000  congregate  and  home  delivered  meals. 

The  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  Delegates  and  Alternates 
play  a  key  role  in  the  development  and  support  of  elder  service  programs  in  the 
area.  The  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  23 
communities  served,  assists  the  Area  Agency  in  assessing  elder  service  needs, 
establishing  funding  priorities  and  selecting  subgrantees  to  provide  Title  III  ser¬ 
vices.  The  support  and  cooperation  of  the  local  communities  and  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  is  acknowledged  with  gratitude  by  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area 
Agency  on  Aging.

PARK  DEPARTMENT 


An  eleven  week  program  of  summer  supervised  activities  was  offered  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August.  Our  basic  program  of  activities  consisted 
of  swimming  lessons,  recreational  and  competitive  swimming,  tennis  lessons  and 
competition,  kiddie  komer,  special  events,  playground  and  professional  shows, 
Olympics,  informal  play,  and  field  activities  which  included  instruction  and  com¬ 
petition  in  baseball,  softball,  track,  basketball,  field  hockey,  soccer,  football  and 
our  popular  1,000  Point  Contest.  We  also  offer  well-attended  summer  sports 
skills  camps  in  soccer,  baseball,  basketball,  and  cross  country. 

The  Park  Department  continues  to  provide  additional  services  to  the  School 
Department  and  community  groups  in  the  forms  of  facilities  and  equipment  not 
only  during  the  summer  but  also  during  other  seasons  of  the  year.  We  prepare 
their  fields  and  purchase  or  loan  equipment  for  them. 

The  Park  Commission  bargained  a  new  contract  with  the  Carnival  company, 
which  should  mean  more  revenues  for  the  Department  from  this  Fourth  of  July 
presentation.  The  Commission  also  allowed  the  Kiwanis  Club  to  hold  a  circus  at 
the  Peirce  Playground  and  youth  softball  to  present  a  Fun  Faire  for  fund  raising. 
Kiwanis  donated  proceeds  from  the  circus,  $1,764.72,  to  the  Park  Department  for 
renovations  to  the  Kiddie  Komer. 

Chairman  Harry  Pickering  is  the  leader  and  driving  force  to  renovate  the 
Kiddie  Komer,  both  in  raising  funds  and  design.  Besides  the  donation  by  the 
Kiwanis  Club,  the  Peirce  Trustees  donated  $23,912.00  towards  the  renovation 
and  is  sufficient  to  fund  Phase  1,  which  will  be  built  in  the  spring. 

Mr.  Pickering  is  also  involved  with  the  maintenance  and  development  of 
Oliver  Mill  Park.  The  Department  is  grateful  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of 
the  Park  by  the  Lions  Club,  Mr.  William  Nicholson  of  KOA,  Ted  Brochu  and  his 
son  Eric,  and  David  Lemmo. 
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Mr.  Pickering  was  nominated  by  the  Park  Commission  for  the  Hometown 
Leadership  Award.  It  is  sponsored  by  Wal-Mart  and  nominees  must  be  elected  or 
appointed  officials  who  “make  a  difference”  for  their  community  while  serving 
on  the  local  government’s  board  or  council. 

The  Commission  granted  the  Babe  Ruth  League  permission  to  build  a  com¬ 
bination  rest  rooms  and  concession  building  behind  the  baseball  diamond.  Upon 
completion,  it  becomes  Park  Department  property,  who  plan  to  negotiate  a  ten 
year  lease  with  Babe  Ruth  League. 

The  annual  K.  Bartlett  Harrison  Scholarship  was  granted  to  Benjamin  Pick¬ 
ering,  1995  graduate  of  Middleborough  High  School  and  long-time  employee  of 
the  Park  Department. 

Final  figures  for  the  1995  summer  supervised  season  are  as  follows: 

Receipts  amounted  to  $37,778.85  and  were  from  the  following: 
concession  $7,471.63,  recreational  swimming  $7,010.82,  pool  rentals 
$240.00,  field  rental  $325.00,  registrations  $17,440.00,  carnival 
$4,871.40,  and  skill  camps  $420.00. 

Registrations:  number  of  youngsters  709,  number  of  activities  regis¬ 
tered  for  1,253,  for  swimming  lessons  688,  for  field  activities  286,  for 
tennis  lessons  207,  for  skill  camps  72,  for  44th  annual  Olympics  211, 
for  Park  Department  shows  91. 

Recreational  Swimming  Attendance:  adult  paid  3,707,  minors  paid 
6,699,  total  paid  attendance  10,406. 

The  Park  Department  extends  its  thanks  to  the  people  of  Middleborough,  its 
government  officials,  the  Peirce  Trustees,  and  the  Park  Commission  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  recreational  interest  and  support.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


New  development  proposals  received  by  the  Planning  Board  in  1994  in¬ 
creased  from  the  previous  year,  and  work  continued  to  keep  the  Board  extremely 
busy.  Matters  for  Board  action  involved  new  development  review  and  permitting, 
management  of  projects  under  construction,  establishment  and  reduction  of  proj¬ 
ect  surety,  modifications  to  previously  approved  subdivisions,  special  permits  and 
activity  involving  economic  development. 

With  respect  to  residential  development,  the  Board  received  53  Form  A  peti¬ 
tions  of  which  39  were  approved,  resulting  in  the  creation  of  110  new  lots.  The 
Board  held  public  hearings  for  5  definitive  subdivision  plans  creating  34  lots, 
with  1  subdivision  being  denied.  Two  (2)  preliminary  subdivisions  were  submit¬ 
ted  in  anticipation  of  zoning  changes.  The  Planning  Board  certified  Stonegate 
Estates,  the  Highlands  of  Middleborough  Phase  I  and  King  Phillip  Landing  com¬ 
plete.  Stonegate  Lane,  Settler’s  Crossing,  Brenrae  Drive,  part  of  Charmark  Circle, 
Opal  Ave  and  Claire  Terrace  were  all  accepted  as  public  ways  by  Town  meeting. 
Supervision  of  road  construction  in  36  subdivisions  continued  through  1995.  One 
subdivision,  Millstone  Estates,  which  was  approved  off  of  Plympton  Street  this 
year,  involved  the  preservation  of  a  250-300  year  old  millstone,  carved  from  a 
granite  outcropping  on  the  site.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  property  owner, 
Alvin  Miller,  for  his  cooperation  in  this  effort  and  willingness  to  convey  the 
millstone  to  the  Middleborough  Historical  Commission.  The  Planning  Board 
opened  and  held  hearings  for  three  subdivisions  in  1995,  proposing  96  lots, 
which  will  be  continued  into  1996.  Two  subdivisions,  Pine  Meadow  Estates  I  and 
Brian  Hill  Estates,  whose  completion  has  been  defaulted  on  by  the  developers, 
were  put  out  to  bid  for  completion  by  the  Planning  Board.  Unfortunately  the  bid 
amounts  submitted  were  higher  than  the  surety  held  by  the  Town.  The  Board  will 
attempt  to  rebid  these  projects  in  the  spring  of  1996. 

1995  saw  the  issuance  of  the  Special  Permit  for  the  280,000  sq.  ft.  Christmas 
Tree  Shops,  Phase  I  at  the  Campanelli  Business  Park.  At  full  build  out  of  1 
million  sq.  ft.,  this  building  will  comprise  1/2  of  the  total  Campanelli  Park  devel¬ 
opment  capacity.  The  Board  has  encouraged  Christmas  Tree’s  owners  to  consider 
relocating  the  Company’s  Corporate  Headquarters  to  the  site,  bringing  Mid¬ 
dleborough  a  broader  mix  of  employment  opportunities  along  with  a  corporate 
headquarters’  prestige,  hopefully  encouraging  other  corporate  facilities  to  locate 
here.  Also,  at  the  Campanelli  Business  Park,  the  Planning  Board  issued  a  Special 
Permit  for  an  18,000  sq.  ft.  addition  to  Plymouth  Savings  Bank.  Frontage  Road 
was  finally  dead-ended  by  Town  Meeting  this  year,  to  restrict  industrial  park 
commuter  and  truck  traffic  from  using  the  residential  streets  of  North  Mid¬ 
dleborough. 

Town  Meeting  in  September,  established  boundaries  for  the  three  Economic 
Opportunity  Areas.  This  allowed  the  Town  to  negotiate  a  Tax  Increment  Financ¬ 
ing  Plan  with  the  Christmas  Tree  Shops.  The  Planning  Board  was  pleased  with 
the  resultant  plan,  which  they  assisted  in  developing,  as  it  brought  much  needed 
tax  revenue  to  the  Town,  beginning  in  the  first  year  and  increasing  annually 
thereafter.  Also  the  plan  calls  for  preference  in  hiring  Middleborough  residents, 
when  equally  qualified,  and  the  expansion  of  any  corporate  office  space  to  be 
done  at  the  Middleborough  site. 
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The  Planning  Board  proposed/supported  6  Zoning  changes  which  were 
passed  by  Town  meeting  this  year.  Shape  factor  requirements  for  lot  configura¬ 
tion,  width  of  the  lot  at  the  setback  line  and  upland  building  area  were  changes 
which  will  help  to  insure  the  creation  of  more  useable  space  on  residential  lots  in 
the  future.  A  zoning  change  requiring  that  access  to  a  house  must  be  across  the 
lot’s  street  frontage,  ie.  restricting  the  use  of  common  driveways,  was  defeated  at 
Town  Meeting.  The  revocation  of  the  Inland  Wetlands  By-law  and  it’s  replace¬ 
ment  with  a  Board  of  Health  regulation  should  streamline  and  make  more  effec¬ 
tive  the  regulatory  process.  The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  developer, 
Edwin  Whitworth,  and  his  attorney,  Robert  Mather,  who  worked  with  the  Town 
Departments  and  Boards  to  effectuate  this  change.  Two  other  zoning  changes 
were  passed  relative  to  the  Bedford  Street  area,  north  of  the  Rotary.  Again,  by 
petition,  two  lots,  wholly  surrounded  by  industrial  park  land,  were  converted 
from  Residence  A  to  the  General  Use  District.  And,  finally,  the  DO  District 
which  formerly  overlaid  Residence  A  land  only,  on  the  east  side  of  Bedford 
Street,  was  extended  to  Bedford  Street  between  the  Rotary  and  Clay  Street. 

With  respect  to  regional  traffic  planning  issues,  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department,  utilizing  a  consortium  of  consultants,  initiated  the  design  for  the 
reconstruction  of  Route  44  between  Routes  58  and  24.  This  will  include  the  rede¬ 
sign  of  the  Middleborough  Rotary.  The  25%  design  plans  and  the  Draft  Environ¬ 
mental  Impact  Report  should  be  available  in  1996.  A  second  traffic  problem  area 
in  Town  involves  the  intersection  of  Routes  28  and  105.  It  is  expected  that  this 
intersection  will  be  significantly  impacted  by  the  opening  of  the  MBTA  com¬ 
muter  rail  station/Lakeville  Corporate  Park,  just  over  the  Town  line  in  Lakeville. 
The  Town  of  Middleborough  has  not  been  satisfied  with  the  plans  proposed  by  the 
Lakeville  Corporate  Park  developer  for  the  Route  28/105  intersection.  The  Planning 
Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  have  hired  a  traffic  engineering  firm  to  review  the 
plans  and  propose  alternative  layout  possibilities.  This  process  continues  forward. 

Town  Meeting  also  authorized  the  Planning  Board  to  establish  a  committee 
to  begin  work  on  updating  the  Town’s  Master  or  “Comprehensive”  Plan. 
Throughout  the  year  the  Board  has  been  developing  a  strategy  for  this  massive 
undertaking  with  the  assistance  of  a  planning  consultant  and  the  Town  Planner. 
The  Comprehensive  Plan  should  be  the  framework  for  future  zoning,  growth, 
infrastructure  and  planning  decisions.  The  Comprehensive  Planning  Committee 
should  represent  the  broadest  spectrum  of  Town  residents  possible,  so  that  the  plan, 
when  developed  and  presented  to  Town  Meeting,  provides  a  consensus  for  the  future 
vision  of  the  Town.  We  all  look  forward  to  this  exciting  and  challenging  task. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  John  R.  Morrissey  for  his  service  on  the 
Board  during  the  last  year  and  wishes  him  the  best  of  luck  serving  on  the  Town’s 
Finance  Committee.

1995  was  a  busy  year  for  the  construction  trades  in  Middleborough.  Changes 
in  Title  V  regulations  created  an  increased  number  of  sewer  entries.  There  was 
significantly  more  commercial  activity.  The  largest  project  was  the  Distribution 
Center  for  Christmas  Tree  Shops.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  both  proj¬ 
ect  coordinators  and  contractors.  It  is  a  remarkable  facility.  Although  the  rural 
nature  of  Middleborough  is  very  important  to  me  personally,  I  feel  that  this  type 
of  well  planned  commercial  growth  is  crucial  to  the  continued  quality  of  services 
that  are  provided  in  this  community. 

In  1994  the  total  number  of  permits  issued  was  878  with  fees  totaling 
$28,704.00.  In  1995  total  number  of  permits  945  with  fees  totaling  $45,123.00 
The  breakdown  is  as  follows:  503  Plumbing  Permits  totaling  $20,902.00;  403 
Gas  Permits  totaling  $8,353.00;  12  Sewer  Entries  totaling  $15,868.50.  The  in¬ 
creased  fees  received  reflect  the  increased  commercial  rather  than  residential 
growth. 

Use  of  the  computer  system  has  increased  in  our  office  and  will  continue  to 
help  in  upgrading  services  and  available  information.  Progress  has  been  made  on 
other  information  management  systems  and  communications.  Our  thanks  to  the 
Pierce  Trustees  for  understanding  and  acting  on  these  needs.

PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

PROGRAM  HIGHLIGHTS 
July  1, 1994  -  June  30,  1995 


County  Extension  programs  are  carried  on  through  Plymouth  County  in  co¬ 
operation  with  UMASS  -  Amherst  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture.  The  Cooperative  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and 
State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Educa¬ 
tion  programs  focus  on  water  quality,  horticulture,  agriculture,  4H  youth  and 
family  development,  and  nutrition  education.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work 
with  staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  trustees,  directing  the  overall 
program.  Extension  staff  serve  as  a  direct  link  with  the  University  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared 
with  people  and  communities  through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstra¬ 
tions,  technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications 
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such  as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  factsheets,  and  home  study  courses, 
bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Cooperative  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on 
High  St.,  Hanson.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional  programs  are  con¬ 
ducted  in  cooperation  with  the  Barnstable  County  Extension  Program.  Satellite 
offices  of  UMASS  Cooperative  Extension  are  located  in  Bristol  and  Norfolk 
Counties.  UMASS  Cooperative  Extension  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experi¬ 
ment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  The  Cooperative  Extension  office 
(Hanson)  is  open  8:30  AM  -  4:30  PM  Mon  -  Fri.  Currently  the  county  field  staff 
consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Nutri¬ 
tion/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  A  fed¬ 
erally  funded  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program,  which  has  been 
active  in  Plymouth  County  since  1969,  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  Cooperative 
Extension.  Currently,  one  supervisor,  and  two  outreach  educators  work  in  this 
program  conducting  a  UMASS  nutrition  education  certificate  course.  A  three- 
year  Water  Quality  Grant  was  received  this  past  year  for  work  in  the  Taunton 
River  Watershed  Connections  Project.  For  more  detailed  information  on  the 
County  Cooperative  Extension  program  contact  the  county  office  at  Box  658, 
Hanson,  MA  02341.

PROGRAM  OUTREACH 

CABLE  TV  -  One  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  cable  TV  shows  “Extension 
News  &  Notes”  have  been  produced  by  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension. 
All  but  3  Plymouth  County  towns  use  this  half-hour  Cooperative  Extension  cable 
TV  program  in  their  weekly  community  access  channel,  reaching  over  100,000 
households. 

RADIO  -  Every  Sunday  morning  at  8:10  AM  on  WBET  (Brockton),  Coop¬ 
erative  Extension  staff  present  a  15  minute  broadcast  on  upcoming  programs  and 
timely  educational  topics. 

NEWSLETTERS  -  Cooperative  Extension  publishes  fifteen  newsletters  in 
the  area  on  Natural  resources/Agriculture/Nutrition  for  residents  and  commercial 
growers.  A  master  list  of  these  is  available  from  the  County  Extension  Office. 

FACTSHEETS  -  Cooperative  Extension  has  numerous  fact  sheets  available 
to  the  public.  Multiple  copies  of  the  order  form  “150  Most  Popular  Tip  Sheets” 
are  distributed  routinely  to  libraries,  town  halls  and  local  cooperating  agencies. 

SERVICES  -  The  County  Cooperative  Extension  office  has  information  and 
instruction  forms  to  have  your  soil  tested.  UMASS  Cooperative  Extension  Soil 
Analysis  Lab  tests  for  soil  pH  and  complete  soil  analysis.  Pressure  gauge  tests  for 
home  canners  are  conducted  at  the  County  Extension  office. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS  -  A  wide  variety  of  teacher  training  work¬ 
shops,  lectures  and  on-site  field  demonstrations  are  conducted.  250  key  county 
agencies  receive  a  monthly  mailing  listing  local  Cooperative  Extension  activities.

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PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1995. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and 
is  now  composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the 
Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a 
regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  spe¬ 
cially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency 
with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

Again  in  1995,  the  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which 
produced  large  numbers  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County.  Ef¬ 
forts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground 
and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally  selective 
bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra- 
low-volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  service  requests  until  a 
drying  trend  occurred  during  mid  summer.  All  sprayers  and  trucks  performed 
well  with  little  time  lost  to  breakdowns. 

The  threat  of  the  mosquito-transmitted  disease  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis 
(EEE)  was  low  in  1995.  This  season  marked  the  second  consecutive  year  since 
1981  that  EEE  virus  was  not  isolated  during  the  mosquito  surveillance  period.  A 
certificate  of  recognition  was  presented  on  September  21,  1995  to  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Mosquito  Control  Association  for  continued  cooperation  and  coordination 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  in  providing  surveillance  of  Eastern  Equine 
Encephalitis. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  Town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide 
a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  Middleborough  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  9,919  acres  were  treated  using  truck-mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to 
the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in 
May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before  the 
leaves  come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  Middleborough 
this  year  we  aerially  larvicided  1,200  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which 
can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water 
areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  spe¬ 
cific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of  250 
inspections  were  made  to  1 88  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  1995  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and 
other  obstructions  from  1,565  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  over¬ 
flows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with 
machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter.

Machine  Reclamation.  1,815  linear  feet  of  upland  ditch  was  reconstructed 
in  Middleborough  using  one  of  the  Project’s  two  track-driven  backhoes. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time.  That  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  was  less  than  two 
days  with  more  than  599  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Mid¬ 
dleborough  indicates  that  Culiseta  melanura  was  the  most  abundant  species. 
Other  important  species  collected  included  Coquillettidia  perturbans  and  Aedes 
abserratus. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  informa¬ 
tion  about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other 
matters  of  concern.

As  I  prepare  this,  my  first  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Middleborough  Po¬ 
lice  Department,  I  find  myself  filled  with  many  thoughts  and  emotions.  Little  did 
I  know  that  a  temporary  police  position  begun  in  1966  would  eventually  lead  to 
the  position  of  Chief  of  Police  in  1995. 

The  year  began  much  differently  than  it  had  for  the  past  twenty-seven  years 
with  the  Chief  of  Police,  William  E.  Warner,  using  accumulated  time  beginning 
the  first  of  the  year  and  ending  on  May  3,  1995  when  he  officially  retired  after 
twenty-seven  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  Despite  many  controversies,  and  re¬ 
gardless  of  opinions,  Chief  Warner  was  a  dedicated  law  enforcement  professional 
who  worked  hard  to  obtain  funding  and  equipment  for  the  department  over  all  of 
those  years.  I  am  sure  that  as  budgets  shrunk,  personnel  were  eliminated,  and 
equipment  that  was  always  kept  in  the  best  of  shape  began  to  deteriorate,  that  it 
became  increasingly  frustrating  and  entered  into  his  decision  to  retire.  I  sincerely 
hope  be  enjoys  his  retirement  and  especially  enjoys  his  time  in  Naples,  Florida. 

Early  in  1995  the  Board  of  Selectmen  announced  that  they  were  seeking 
applications  to  replace  the  Chief.  They  also  decided  that  they  would  stay  “in 
house”  and  not  accept  outside  applications.  As  a  result  of  this,  four  applicants 
applied:  Lt.  Judith  R.  Anmahian,  Sgt.  Wilfred  J.  Forcier,  Ptl.  Michael  A.  Belmont 
and  myself.  After  conducting  interviews  with  all  of  the  applicants,  I  was  fortu¬ 
nate  to  be  selected  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  selectmen  to  become  the  new  Chief 
of  Police  effective  May  16,  1995. 

One  of  the  first  priorities  that  needed  to  be  addressed  was  the  condition  and 
age  of  some  of  the  equipment.  No  cruisers  had  been  purchased  since  1991,  light 
bars  were  over  fifteen  years  old,  and  much  of  the  radio  equipment  was  well  over 
twenty  years  old.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance 
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Committee,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  and  the  Pierce  Trustees,  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  able  to  replace  five  patrol  vehicles;  each  equipped  with  new  light  bars 
and  radios.  Also,  because  of  the  generosity  of  the  Pierce  Trustees,  the  department 
was  able  to  purchase  six  more  mobile  radios  which  were  installed  in  our  older 
cars.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  people  listed  above 
for  their  generous  support. 

The  calendar  year  1995  was  a  very  successful  year  for  obtaining  grant 
money  for  the  Police  Department.  I  was  able  to  continue  with  the  “Cops  Fast 
Grant”  application  that  had  been  submitted  in  December  of  1994  which  provided 
$25,000.00  per  year  for  three  years.  This  funding  allowed  the  rehiring  of  one  of 
our  furloughed  officers,  Daniel  M.  Maksy  who  was  rehired  in  December  of  1995. 
In  March  of  1995  the  Legislature  appropriated  money  for  the  purchase  of  bullet 
proof  vests  for  police  officers.  I  applied  for  funding  for  our  officers  and  was 
successful  in  obtaining  $9,600.00  to  purchase  vests  for  them.  Three  other  officers 
were  also  successful  in  obtaining  grant  money  for  the  department.  Lt.  Judith  R. 
Anmahian,  was  able  to  secure  a  $9,500.00  grant  for  “Community  Policing4*;  Sgt. 
Charles  D.  Armanetti,  Jr.  was  successful  in  obtaining  a  $15,000.00  grant  to  up¬ 
grade  the  computer  system  and  Ptl.  Benjamin  J.  Mackiewicz,  Jr.,  our  D.A.R.E. 
officer,  received  a  $16,000.00  grant  for  the  program.  All  three  officers  deserve  to 
be  commended  for  their  efforts  in  securing  these  monies  for  the  Town. 

Over  all,  I  feel  the  first  year  has  gone  remarkably  well.  Activity  remains 
high,  moral  appears  to  be  good,  and  disputes  have  become  extremely  rare.  I  feel 
very  fortunate  to  have  the  support  of  the  police  officers  and  staff  at  the  police 
department  and  also  the  other  boards,  office  holders  and  department  heads  that  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  working  with  this  year.  One  person  who  I  would  be 
remiss  in  not  mentioning  is  the  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Chief  who  has 
been  employed  here  for  22  years.  Without  her  able  assistance  and  intricate 
knowledge  of  the  departmental  budget  the  year,  I  am  sure,  would  have  been 
much  more  difficult.  A  very  warm  and  sincere  thank  you,  Sandi  Haskell. 

As  I  conclude  my  first  annual  report  for  the  Police  Department,  I  am  looking 
forward  to  next  year.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  second  year  as  Chief  will  be  as 
successful  as  the  first  and  I  look  forward  to  another  year  of  progress  and  cooper¬ 
ation.

Since  the  Town  Meeting  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  291  of  the 
Acts  of  1990,  allowing  the  Town  to  receive  Enhanced  9-1-1  service,  the  process 
of  getting  the  Town  ready  to  accept  this  system  has  been  an  continuous  effort. 
The  Town  expects  to  go  on  line  with  New  England  Telephone  sometime  in  1996. 
Part  of  the  preparation  for  E  9-1-1  included  renovations  at  the  Middleborough 
Police  Department  which  is  ready  to  accept  the  equipment  to  be  provided  by 
New  England  Telephone.  The  calls  will  be  answered  by  this  department  at  the 
Public  Safety  Answering  Point  (PSAP). 

The  primary  advantage  of  the  Enhanced  9-1-1  service  is  the  allowance  of 
Public  Safety  Officials  to  respond  to  emergency  calls  when  911  callers  can’t  be 
understood  or  don’t  know  where  they  are  by  providing  the  address  of  the  origi¬ 
nating  telephone  number  as  well  as  automatic  number  identification. 
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Many  hours  have  been  spent  by  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office 
updating  the  Town’s  census  database  and  notifying  residents  who  needed  to 
change  their  address.  Identifying  those  areas  of  Town  that  required  renumbering 
was  done  by  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  under  the  direction  of  Ser¬ 
geant  Charles  Armanetti,  the  PSAP  Coordinator.  Sergeant  Armanetti  is  to  be 
commended  for  his  efforts  in  this  area.  His  expertise  has  been  invaluable. 

In  1996,  the  notifications  to  residents  and  commercial  property  owners  will 
be  completed.  The  responsibility  of  displaying  the  proper  location  number  be¬ 
longs  to  the  property  owner.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  adopt  the  follow¬ 
ing  guidelines  regarding  street  numbers  so  that  public  safety  respondents  can  lo¬ 
cate  the  address  in  the  case  of  an  emergency. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  STREET  NUMBERS 

Street  Numbers  -  A  single  street  number  shall  be  provided  for  each  building 
in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  148,  Section  59,  Chapter  6A,  Section  18  and  560  CMR  2.00. 

1.  The  numbers  shall  be  made  of  a  permanent  weatherproof  non-re- 
flective  material  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter  of  a  color  black  or 
white  to  best  contrast  the  background. 

2.  The  number  shall  be  posted  on  or  within  3  feet  of  the  main  en¬ 
tranceway,  preferably  at  eye  level,  so  as  to  be  clearly  visible  from 
the  street  or  roadway  of  address,  during  both  day  and  night,  and 
considering  summer  foliage  and  snow  coverage. 

3.  If  the  number  is  not  visible  from  the  street  or  roadway  of  address, 
the  number  shall  be  posted  within  10  feet  of  the  intersection  of  the 
driveway  and  the  street  of  address  on  a  suitable  illuminated  struc¬ 
ture  to  be  clearly  visible  as  indicated  in  Number  2  above.  Night¬ 
time  illumination  of  the  number  is  preferred. 

4.  The  number  shall  be  those  assigned  to  each  structure  in  accordance 
with  the  street  numbering  in  the  database  of  the  E-911  computer  as 
directed  by  the  E-9 1 1  database  coordinator. 

To  those  residents  who  have  had  to  change  their  house  number,  thank  you 
for  your  cooperation. 

To  those  departments  who  have  assisted  in  the  E  9-1-1  project,  thank  you  for 
your  help. 

To  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office,  Eileen,  Betty,  Gayle  and 
Nancy,  thanks  for  your  dedication  to  the  success  of  this  important  program. 

To  quote  New  England  Telephone,  “Clearly  Enhanced  9-1-1  service  is  a 
quantum  leap  in  emergency  communications.  It  can  bring  you  a  whole  new  peace 
of  mind  whether  you’re  making  an  emergency  call  or  responding  to  one.”

I,  William  R.  Wyatt  hereby  submit  my  20th  annual  report  as  Animal  Control 
Officer  for  the  Town  of  Middleborough  and  Animal  Inspector  for  the  State  for 
the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1995. 

Again  this  year  I  had  to  go  back  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  more  funds  to 
run  the  dog  pound,  as  I  have  for  the  last  five  years.  Residents,  please  be  aware 
that  the  shelter  is  one  of  the  departments  within  the  Town  that  with  reimburse¬ 
ments  help  offset  the  budget.  In  the  last  four  (4)  years,  Plymouth  County  has 
reimbursed  the  Town  $73,556.90  and  monies  collected  for  dog  licenses  totaled 
$6,860.25. 

Every  year  I  am  amazed  at  the  outpouring  of  residents  that  come  to  the 
shelter  with  donations  of  food,  blankets,  towels  and  money  for  all  the  homeless 
animals  at  our  shelter.  I  thank  you  and  your  ‘friends  at  the  shelter’  thank  you. 

In  July  of  1995  I  entered  the  hospital  for  surgery.  I  was  out  for  approxi¬ 
mately  four  months  and  I  never  realized  how  much  the  people  in  town  appreci¬ 
ated  me  until  I  was  out.  I  would  like  to  say  thank  you  to  the  many  people  of 
Middleborough  for  their  generosity  of  flowers,  fruit  baskets  and  cards.  A  special 
thank  you  to  Leslie  Waterman,  who  while  I  was  out  sick  came  in  every  morning 
and  made  sure  the  animals  in  the  shelter  were  all  fed  and  watered;  doing  this 
sometime  as  early  at  5:00  A.M.  so  she  could  make  it  to  her  other  job  on  time. 
Good  job,  Leslie.  Randy  Reynolds  also  checked  at  the  Police  Department  daily  to 
see  if  any  problems  had  to  be  taken  care  of;  a  dedicated  part-time  person. 

Again  this  year  a  lot  of  time  was  spent  in  court  with  residents  who  didn’t 
respond  to  the  cards  sent  out  by  the  Town  Hall  when  dog  licenses  are  over  due. 
Remember,  all  dogs  must  be  licensed  by  July  1st.  Before  going  to  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office  make  sure  your  dog  is  up  to  date  with  their  rabies  shots.  We  did 
have  2,144  dogs  licensed  and  27  kennels  were  licensed  and  inspected. 

In  1995  we  responded  to  1,827  animal  complaints,  and  reports  of  these  calls 
are  on  hand  at  the  police  station. 

To  Dr.  Johnson  and  his  staff  who  continually  care  and  treat  the  animals  at 
the  shelter.  Corporal  Mathison  of  the  M.S.P.C.A.  who  investigates  cruelty  com¬ 
plaints  with  me.  To  the  clerks  at  the  police  station  and  the  Town  Clerk’s  office 
who  help  me  daily.  Without  the  help  and  assistance  of  those  listed  above  my  job 
would  be  overwhelming.  Thank  you  very  much.

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MIDDLEBOROUGH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


A  cautious  optimism  was  the  hallmark  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library 
in  1995.  There  seemed  to  be  cause  for  new  hope  for  the  future  after  several  years 
of  disappointing  budgets.  Increased  hours,  voted  by  Town  Meeting  in  October, 
opened  the  doors  nine  more  hours  per  week.  Therefore,  the  Open  Hours  Mini¬ 
mum  Standard  of  the  State  was  met  for  the  first  time  since  1991. 

The  statistics  show  that  increased  services  enabled  more  Middleborough  citi¬ 
zens  to  use  their  library.  Two  new  Museum  Passes  caused  an  85%  upsurge  in 
usage.  Adding  a  computer  increased  computer  use  286%.  Twenty-four  more 
children’s  programs  increased  attendance  40%  with  4,250  people  attending  169 
programs.  There  were  3,577  reference  inquires.  Meeting  Room  use  was  up  20% 
with  1,520  people  using  the  space.  Genealogy  Room  use  was  up  16%,  and  gen¬ 
eral  usage  of  the  Library  was  up  2%  over  last  year.  The  book  budget  increased 
6%  over  last  year,  thanks  to  Town  Meeting  votes. 

Most  of  the  State  Minimum  Standards  were  met  so  that  the  Library  was 
awarded  $20,200,  which  made  it  possible  to  pay  the  annual  ABLE  fee  for  the 
automated  network. 

ABLE  merged  with  SEAL  to  create  SAILS,  Southeast  Automated  Integrated 
Library  Service.  Corp.,  which  now  has  been  located  in  Middleborough. 

Volunteers 

Twenty-three  volunteers  logged  896  hours  of  shelving,  book  processing  and 
cleaning.  Other  volunteers  donated  their  time  on  the  Newsletter  Crew,  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Committee,  Database  Management  and  other  fundraising  committees.  Mar¬ 
garet  Nelson  and  company  decorated  the  Library  for  the  holidays.  Thanks  to  all 
volunteers.  The  Library  can’t  do  without  them. 

Board  of  Trustees 

Managing  the  Trusts  and  Endowment,  formulating  the  budget  and  making 
sure  the  Library  fulfills  its  mission  and  meets  its  goals  and  objectives  are  all 
ongoing  tasks  of  the  Board.  There  were  no  changes  in  membership  this  year. 

Friends  of  the  Library 

Successful  fundraising  events  were  undertaken  such  as  the  50’ s  Dance,  the 
Plant  Sale,  and  the  Annual  Book  Sale.  Free  programs  were  sponsored  by  the 
Friends  such  as  the  Annual  Storytelling  Festival,  all  children’s  programs,  the 
American  Girl  Birthday  Party  and  a  Nutrition  Workshop. 

New  members  of  the  Board  were  elected  in  September:  President  -  Leo  Mc- 
Guirk,  Vice-President  -  James  Okolita,  Secretary  -  Barbara  Wood,  Treasurer  - 
Marilyn  Field,  Corresponding  Secretary  -  Ken  Maddigan,  Len  Miele,  Jane  Harju, 
Ann  Ventura.  Thanks  go  to  the  outgoing  Board  that  served  so  faithfully  for  many 
years. 

The  Birthday  Club  celebrated  the  lighting  of  the  new  500-candle  birthday 
cake  with  a  big  party  in  November.  The  Club  has  grown  to  over  200  members. 

Old  Cemeteries  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts  was  published  by  the  Friends 
after  two  years  of  work  by  a  hardworking  committee:  George  Barden,  Sam 
Ryder,  Gladys  Beals,  Robert  Beals,  Virginia  Barden,  Janet  Griffith. 
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Staff 

Members  of  the  staff  upgrade  their  skills  by  attending  workshops  and  semi¬ 
nars  throughout  the  year.  Many  are  members  of  professional  organizations  and 
serve  on  executive  committees.  There  was  no  turnover  this  year 

Youth  Services 

Marilyn  Pope,  Children’s  Librarian,  reported  that  4,250  people  attended  169 
programs,  including  1,094  attending  programs  for  the  Summer  Reading  Club. 
During  the  summer,  305  children  received  certificates  for  reading  2,275  hours. 
Mayflower  Cooperative  Bank  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  this  An¬ 
nual  Event. 

All  kindergartens  visited  the  Library  along  with  other  classes  totaling  456 
children.  917  children  attended  75  Preschool  Storyhours,  603  toddlers  attended 
31  Teddybear  Storytimes.  Another  Toddler  Storytime  has  been  added  this  year  by 
popular  demand.  The  Storytelling  Festival  attracted  197  people.  The  American 
Girls  Birthday  Party  drew  275  people. 

The  local  Girl  Scouts  took  the  Library  on  as  a  project,  donating  volunteer 
time  and  funding  a  Girl  Scout  Resource  Comer. 

Reference/Adult  Services 

Betty  Brown,  Reference  Librarian,  reported  a  record  year,  logging  3,517  re¬ 
quests  for  assistance.  Much  of  the  activity  centered  on  the  expanded  Job  Search 
Center  area,  with  its  new  books,  audio  cassettes,  videos  and  two  computers.  Job 
and  career  related  requests  doubled. 

Weekly  postings  of  jobs  from  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
led  to  that  agency  sending  a  staff  member  twice  a  week  to  be  available  to  coun¬ 
sel  library  patrons. 

Technical  Services 

Danielle  Bowker,  Head  of  Technical  Services,  reports  that  the  recent  in¬ 
creases  in  the  book  budget  have  permitted  a  36%  increase  in  the  number  of  items 
added  to  the  collection.  The  Technical  Services  staff  also  continued  with  the 
ongoing  security  system  project. 

A  sixth  public  access  PC  has  been  added  this  year  as  well. 

Grants  and  Gifts 

The  Peirce  Trustees  continue  to  donate  the  New  York  Times  on  microfilm 
and  maintain  other  Reference  Resources.  A  pass  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  is 
given  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Middleborough,  the  Science  Museum  Pass  is  spon¬ 
sored  by  EPIC,  Plimouth  Plantation  Pass  by  Chace  Chevrolet,  Children’s  Mu¬ 
seum  Pass  in  Plymouth  is  given  by  that  organization. 

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  sponsored  the  Storytelling  Festival, 
Mayflower  Cooperative  Bank  donated  bookmarks.  The  Rullo  Family  donated  a 
piano  in  memory  of  Marjorie  Rullo.  Thanks  also  go  to  the  Loble  Trust,  the 
Kiwanis  Club  of  Middleborough,  the  Cabot  Club,  the  Key  Club  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough  High  School. 

Other  gifts  of  time,  money,  books  and  items  such  as  the  new  chess  set,  are 
always  appreciated.  All  made  a  difference  in  the  quality  of  service. 
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Optimism  lends  new  energy  to  people  and  institutions.  The  Trustees,  Staff, 
Friends  and  Volunteers  have  all  worked  enthusiastically  this  year  to  fulfill  the 
cultural  and  intellectual  goals  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Library.

SELF  HELP  INCORPORATED 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1995,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  re¬ 
ceived  a  total  funding  of  approximately  $9.3M  and  provided  direct  services  to 
37,868  limited  income  households  in  the  area. 

In  the  town  of  MIDDLEBOROUGH  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $86,507 
to  30  households  during  program  year  1995. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,284,683  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  ser¬ 
vices  delivered  to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help’s  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize 
an  additional  $1,988,239  of  other  community  resources  such  as,  contributions 
from  the  towns,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and  private  donations  in  the  form 
of  goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  SHI  during  the  past  program 
year  was  $1 1,540,877. 

Self  Help  currently  employs  225  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited 
income,  minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area. 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1994  through  September  30,  1995  was  a  successful 
program  year  for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income 
individuals  as  we  did,  in  spite  of  the  uncertainties  with  which  we  were  faced,  and 
decreases  in  fundings  we  experienced. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  Boards  of  Selectmen,  and  their  representative(s) 
to  our  Board  of  Directors,  representatives  of  the  limited  income  sectors  and  pri¬ 
vate  sectors  for  helping  to  make  our  year  a  success.

COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE 
SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 


The  Town  of  Middleborough  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  during  1995.  SRPEDD 
(pronounced  sirped)  is  a  locally  governed  regional  agency  serving  twenty-seven 
cities  and  towns  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  We  are  funded  by  federal  and 
state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  1995,  the  Town  of  Middleborough  paid 
$2,680.05  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  $.15  per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Middleborough  was  represented  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  by  Jack  Healey,  Derek  Maksy,  Joseph  Walker  and  J.  Na¬ 
thaniel  Hailey.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group  representatives  were: 
Joseph  Walker  and  Jack  Healey. 

Some  of  SRPEDD’ s  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1995  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement 
Program  (TIP)  which  set  regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation 
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funds.  The  TIP  sets  priorities  for  $134  million  in  federal  and  state  dol¬ 
lars  for  regional  transportation  projects  over  the  next  3  years. 

•  SRPEDD  completed  the  first  year  of  its  program  to  develop  and  pro¬ 
mote  the  aquaculture  industry  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  With  the 
traditional  fishing  industry  in  crisis,  coastal  and  inland  aquaculture  have 
tremendous  potential  in  the  region.  The  program  consists  of  education 
and  technical  assistance  to  businesses  and  communities. 

•  SRPEDD  reviews  and  proposes  mitigation  measures  for  the  impacts  of 
development  projects  in  the  region.  In  1995,  the  proposal  to  bring  com¬ 
muter  rail  to  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford  was  the  most  controversial 
project  reviewed.  SRPEDD  is  continuing  to  seek  a  regional  consensus 
on  alternative  routes  and  proposed  impact  mitigation  for  this  project. 
Other  large  development  projects  reviewed  by  SRPEDD  were  the  pro¬ 
posed  Wampanoag  Casino  in  New  Bedford  (SRPEDD  supports  revenue 
sharing  based  on  impact)  and  the  proposed  New  Bedford  Airport  expan¬ 
sion  (SRPEDD  supports  its  expansion). 

•  The  region’s  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was  completed 
for  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration  and  resulted  in  the 
awarding  of  $1.65  million  to  expand  the  successful  Myles  Standish  In¬ 
dustrial  Park  by  more  than  200  acres. 

•  A  program  to  develop  strategies  and  plans  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  at 
the  region’s  worst  intersections  was  launched  in  1995. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  main¬ 
tains  a  computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the 
region.  SRPEDD  undertook  counts  at  84  locations  this  year. 

•  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  8  communi¬ 
ties.  We  used  this  data  to  publish  the  region’s  25  most  dangerous  inter¬ 
sections  and  road  segments.  This  information  helps  with  the  redesign  of 
the  dangerous  areas. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and 
SRTA,  on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly 
and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  (SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expan¬ 
sion.  In  1995  SEED  made  loans  to  132  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $13 
million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  help  create  750  new  jobs. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  to  operate  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center, 
providing  information  to  businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Middleborough  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  areas: 

•  Provided  Technical  Assistance  on  Special  Permit  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  Water  Resource  Protection  District 

SRPEDD  conducted  traffic  counts  at  the  following  locations: 

•  Old  Center  Street 

•  Route  28 

•  Wareham  Street 
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SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  We  are  governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities 
and  towns.  We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future. 


TOWN  COUNSEL 


The  Law  Department  was  involved  in  many  aspects  of  municipal  govern¬ 
ment  during  1995.  A  major  part  of  the  involvement  continued  to  be  in  connection 
with  zoning  and  land  use  matters  involving  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals  and  Conservation  Commission. 

A  significant  case  which  arose  in  1993  remains  pending.  It  involves  the 
Town’s  claim  to  the  use  of  Assawompset  Pond  as  a  water  supply.  The  state’s 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  granted  water  withdrawal  permits  to  the 
City  of  New  Bedford  and  the  City  of  Taunton.  The  permits  had  the  effect  of 
exhausting  the  water  supply  for  other  potential  users  including  the  Town.  The 
Town,  along  with  the  towns  of  Lakeville,  Freetown  and  Rochester,  challenged 
the  state  action  on  the  basis  that  a  1924  state  law  gave  the  Town  the  right  to  use 
the  water  supply.  The  Town  does  not  currently  use  the  pond  as  a  water  supply 
but  wants  to  preserve  the  option  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  Town  was  involved  in  cases  in  which 
employees  or  former  employees  asserted  claims  for  discrimination  in  employ¬ 
ment  against  the  Town.  One  case  was  resolved  without  liability  to  the  Town.  A 
second  case  remains  pending.

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 


In  1995  the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  continued  to  provide  a  com¬ 
prehensive  and  integrated  program  of  veterans’  benefits  to  include: 

1.  Assistance  to  needy  and  eligible  veterans,  dependents  and  survivors 
under  the  mandate  of  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  Town  receives  75%  reimbursement  from  the  State  for 
all  monetary  benefits  disbursed. 

2.  Acting  as  liaison  between  Middleborough  veterans  or  survivors  and 
the  Veterans  Administration,  to  obtain  and  maintain  receipt  of  ser¬ 
vices  and  benefits. 

3.  Furnish  such  information,  advice  and  assistance  to  veterans  as  may 
be  necessary  to  receive  the  benefits  to  which  they  may  be  entitled 
relative  to  employment,  vocational  or  other  educational  opportunities, 
hospitalization,  medical  care,  pension  and  other  veterans’  benefits. 
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In  addition  to  the  functions  of  the  Veterans’  Department,  the  Veteran’s 
Agent  also  assists  the  Health  Department  in  specific  duties  and  whenever  needed. 

The  office  of  Veterans’  Services  remains  committed  to  providing  for  the 
needs  of  our  veterans  and  dependents.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 


In  preparing  the  annual  report  of  the  Water  Department  operation  during 
1995,  I  have  explained  progress  achieved  in  our  ongoing  programs,  as  well  as 
emphasizing  the  importance  of  this  work  to  the  water  consumers  and  the  overall 
community. 

The  water  quality  assurance  program  is  operating  smoothly,  and  the  overall 
quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  our  system  is  reliably  and  consistently  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  all  mandated  standards.  Our  quality  assurance  program  consists  of 
two  levels.  A  standard  monitoring  schedule  as  mandated  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  is  strictly  followed  by  having  each  phase  of  testing 
performed  by  State  certified  water  laboratories.  A  regular  program  of  water  qual¬ 
ity  profiling  is  done  at  each  well  twice  monthly  by  Pumping  Station  staff,  and 
includes  both  sampling  and  analysis.  This  program  is  designed  to  notice  any 
problems  or  variations  in  quality  at  the  well  itself,  so  that  they  can  be  identified 
and  corrected  before  becoming  serious.  Problems  that  could  affect  equipment  op¬ 
eration  are  also  prevented  from  becoming  severe,  as  well  as  costly. 

The  Zone  2  and  3  Delineation  project  has  been  completed.  Project  reports 
are  being  reviewed  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  for  official 
approval  of  each  well’s  zones.  Included  in  the  project  is  the  preparation  of  a 
series  of  special  maps.  Each  well  has  a  map  with  the  Zone  2  and  3  overlaid  to 
show  the  extent  of  the  surrounding  area  covered.  Maps  have  also  been  produced 
which  will  show  the  zones  for  each  well  overlaid  on  the  WRPD  map  and  the 
Assessor’s  map,  which  will  make  it  possible  to  pinpoint  land  use  problems  which 
could  affect  the  water  supply.  These  maps  will  be  available  for  any  department  or 
agency  needing  to  use  them. 

The  Cross  Connection  Program  continues  to  be  an  effective  phase  of  Water 
Department  operation.  This  year,  Middleborough  was  selected  by  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  as  one  of  two  mid-sized  water  utilities  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  to  initiate  a  pilot  program  of  assigning  identification  numbers  to  backflow 
devices  under  our  jurisdiction,  a  process  formerly  done  by  the  State.  This  has  two 
advantages,  it  enables  us  to  maintain  closer  control  over  regulated  devices,  and  it 
prevents  duplication  of  numbering  which  occurred  too  frequently. 

The  Water  Exploration  program  covered  eight  potential  areas,  with  extensive 
seismic  profiling  done  in  the  Wapanucket  section.  One  potential  well  site  was 
identified  in  this  area,  and  test  well  drilling  has  been  completed.  Full  quality 
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evaluation  is  in  progress  now.  Potential  sites  in  the  area  north  of  Cross  Street  are 
also  being  scheduled.  Plans  for  next  year’s  phase  of  exploration  are  being  devel¬ 
oped,  with  an  equal  number  of  potential  areas  targeted. 

The  Wilbur  Well  Site  was  completely  tested  and  determined  to  have  proper 
quantity  and  quality  of  water  to  be  acceptable  for  a  public  supply  well.  The  Zone 
2  was  delineated,  and  new  source  approval  procedures  initiated.  Acquisition  of 
this  site  is  currently  in  progress. 

The  employee  training  and  education  program  continues  to  be  ongoing. 
Training  is  concentrated  on  preparation  for  State  certification,  and  on  the  training 
that  all  certified  operators  are  mandated  to  have  during  each  licensing  period. 
Specialized  training  is  also  required  to  keep  up  with  constantly  expanding  Drink¬ 
ing  Water  Regulations. 

Our  customer  base  continues  to  grow  with  fifty-four  new  services  added  this 
year.  An  additional  intercommunity  connection  was  added  to  the  system  with  the 
new  McDonald’s  Restaurant  in  Carver. 

All  the  Water  Department  programs  are  planned  for  the  benefit  of  our 
customers  to  insure  good  quality  water,  and  adequate  supply  for  future  needs, 
protection  of  the  public  water  system  from  contamination,  and  business  practices 
that  are  fair  and  equitable.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  you. 

The  responsibilities  and  workload  increase  as  the  system  expands  each  year, 
and  programs  to  deal  with  new  requirements  and  technology  mean  an  increase  in 
effort  by  the  entire  department.  I  am  most  fortunate  to  have  an  extremely  capable 
and  dedicated  workforce,  and  I  would  like  to  extend  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
personnel  of  the  Pumping  Station,  Distribution  System,  and  Clerical  staff  for  a 
job  well  done  in  1995.  They  deserve  all  the  credit  they  can  be  given.

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WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 


The  year  1995  marked  the  nineteenth  year  of  operation  of  the  Mid- 
dleborough  Water  Pollution  Control  Facility. 

The  facility  has  again  continued  to  meet  all  Federal  and  State  discharge  re¬ 
quirements  for  the  calendar  year. 

The  facilities  permit  allows  for  a  maximum  of  7.0  mg/L  BOD,  and  a  maxi¬ 
mum  TSS  of  7.0  mg/L,  in  the  final  discharge.  (The  lower  the  number,  the  cleaner 
the  water.) 

During  1995  the  facility  produced  an  average  BOD  of  1.6  mg/L,  and  an 
average  TSS  of  2.6  mg/L.  Overall  removal  efficiency  was  98.2%.  This  level  of 
water  quality  represents  loadings  which  are  only  30%  of  our  permit  levels. 

On  average  the  plant  treated  1.3  million  gallons  per  day  or  785  gallons  per 
minute!

Immunizations 

No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  Kindergarten  without  a  physician’s  certifi¬ 
cate  showing  that  the  child  has  been  successfully  immunized  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  ex¬ 
empted  for  medical  or  religious  reasons. 

No-School  Information: 

Schools  will  be  closed  only  when  transportation  by  bus  is  judged  unsafe  by 
school  officials  and  school  bus  contractor,  but  it  is  the  parents’  decision  whether 
or  not  their  children  should  remain  at  home. 
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Announcements  for  “no  school”  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations  WBZ 
1030  AM  (Boston),  WHDH  850  AM  (Boston),  WPLM  99.1  FM  (Plymouth), 
WPEP  1570  AM  (Taunton),  WBUR  90.9  FM  and  WBMX  98.5  FM  when  we  can 
get  lines  through.  Do  not  call  the  Police  or  Fire  Departments  for  “no  school” 
information. 

INTRODUCTION 

The  Middleborough  Public  Schools  continue  to  be  driven  by  the  Education 
Reform  Acts  of  1993.  The  increased  state  funding  under  Education  Reform  was 
designed  to  move  Middleborough  to  the  foundation  funding  target  of  $5,600  per 
pupil.  The  accompanying  changes  and  innovations  from  the  infusion  of  money 
mark  a  tremendous  transition  from  the  past  history  of  the  Middleborough 
Schools.  With  this  new  energy,  students  and  teachers  became  involved  with  goals 
and  challenges  impossible  to  address  prior  to  the  Reform  legislation. 

The  actual  increased  dollars  flowing  to  Middleborough  had  both  a  direct 
impact  on  the  schools  as  well  as  producing  a  residual  benefit  to  the  Town  and 
general  government.  It  was  obvious  to  all  that  the  renewal  experienced  by  the 
school  department  would  have  been  unattainable  if  left  to  local  resources.  This 
was  due  to  general  government’s  struggle  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  broad  base  of 
community  services  in  a  era  of  meager  growth.  Without  state  help,  local  schools 
like  all  other  Town  departments  would  have  been  relegated  to  the  dilemma  of 
status  quo  budgets.  All  departments  were  fighting  a  losing  battle  to  provide  more 
services  with  little  or  no  expansion  of  the  resource  base.  In  this  atmosphere,  the 
schools  could  not  expect  to  be  exempted  from  this  competition.  While  giving 
students  a  priority  position  might  be  a  credible  argument,  nevertheless,  existing 
circumstances  made  this  eventuality  unrealistic.  The  Town’s  answer  came  from 
outside  the  community.  Education  Reform  provided  money  for  the  schools  which 
did  not  take  away  from  existing  Town  budgets.  With  finances  somewhat  under 
control,  the  school  administration  now  concentrated  on  addressing  other  educa¬ 
tional  priorities. 

School  facilities  rose  to  the  top  of  the  list  of  needs  confronting  the  adminis¬ 
tration.  The  Calabro  Report  commissioned  by  the  school  committee  last  year, 
formed  the  basis  for  further  local  action  in  this  direction.  In  a  coordinated  effort 
the  Town  Manager,  John  Healey,  and  school  superintendent,  Michael  Ippolito, 
gained  permission  to  institute  a  study  committee  to  explore  possible  school  sites. 
The  Site  Committee  included  the  following  members;  Tracie  Craig,  Jack  Healey, 
Stuart  Kirsch,  Emil  Maksy,  Tiger  Nichols,  Harry  Pickering,  Brian  Porter  and  Ar¬ 
nold  Salley.  Further,  based  upon  data  from  the  Calabro  Report  and  the  work  of 
the  Site  Committee,  the  schools  officially  voted  to  move  forward  with  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  the  Town  for  approval  of  a  committee  to  build  a  new  junior  high 
school  of  grades  five  through  eight.  This  new  facility  would  be  located  on  a 
combination  of  Town-owned  and  school  department  property  off  Wood  Street. 
Some  additional  land  would  have  to  be  purchased  from  the  Archdiocese  in  order 
to  acquire  the  necessary  acreage.  If  brought  to  fruition,  the  new  junior  high 
school  would  provide  a  comprehensive  secondary  program  for  grades  seven 
through  twelve  in  a  campus  type  setting.  The  Wood  Street  site  is  contiguous  with 
the  Middleborough  High  School  property  and  the  new  facility  would  compliment 
the  existing  nine  through  twelve  program.

Unfortunately,  the  new  junior  high  school  concept  did  not  receive  an  en¬ 
dorsement  from  the  media  and  some  local  constituents.  Serious  concerns  were 
raised  on  the  grade  distribution  (grades  five  through  eight),  the  abandonment  of 
the  existing  junior  high  school,  the  location  on  the  Wood  Street  Site  and  finally, 
the  lack  of  a  plan  for  the  disposition  of  all  other  closed  schools.  Given  the  press¬ 
ing  need  for  new  classrooms,  the  administration  recommended  the  recession  of 
the  school  committee  vote  on  the  new  junior  high  school,  and  further  recom¬ 
mended  a  joint  initiative  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  seek  Town  Meeting 
approval  for  a  School  Building  Feasibility  Committee  to  study  current  and  future 
school  building  needs. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  scheduled  on  October  2,  1995,  approval  was 
granted  to  form  a  School  Building  Feasibility  Committee.  The  actual  Town 
Meeting  Article  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  committee  of  fifteen  (15)  Mid- 
dleborough  voters  to  be  named  by  the  Town  Moderator  to  study  current  and 
future  school  building  needs.  Such  committee  to  be  composed  of  the  superinten¬ 
dent  of  schools,  town  manager  and  thirteen  (13)  other  members  knowledgeable 
and  skilled  at  data  collection,  building  construction,  real  estate  appraisals,  site 
acquisition,  demographic  trends,  and  educational  philosophy  and  programming. 

Upon  approval  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  appointment  by  the  Town  Modera¬ 
tor,  the  committee  to  be  known  as  the  School  Building  Feasibility  Committee, 
shall  convene  its  organizational  meeting  to  elect  officers  no  later  than  November 
1,  1995  and  shall  be  prepared  to  present  its  final  report  no  later  than  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  Fiscal  1997. 

Further,  the  School  Building  Feasibility  Committee  (S.B.F.C.)  shall  be 
charged  with  the  study  of: 

1.  the  educational  use  or  disposition  of  the  closed  neighborhood 
schools, 

2.  the  current  and  future  demographic  trends  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough, 

3.  the  current  and  future  legislative  and  Department  of  Education  pos¬ 
ture  on  local  School  Building  Assistance  Aid, 

4.  A  ten-year  projection  of  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  Middleborough  Schools, 

5.  the  need  and  feasibility  of  any  new  school  construction  and  concur¬ 
rently  the  disposition  of  any  replaced  school  facilities, 

6.  prospective  school  sites  with  implications  toward  impact  on  the 
community  and  market  value  of  such  sites,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

As  directed  by  the  Town  Moderator,  Dr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  the  following 
individuals  were  appointed  to  the  School  Building  Feasibility  Committee 
(S.B.F.C.);  Dr.  Charles  Robinson,  Martin  Richardson,  Linda  Hailey,  Edward 
Medeiros,  Thomas  Lynch,  Dennis  Driscoll,  Tracie  Craig,  Alan  Lindsay,  Edward 
Pratt,  David  Snow,  Marcel  Richard,  Harry  Pickering,  Michael  Gillen,  Jack 
Healey  and  Michael  Ippolito.  The  first  organizational  meeting  of  the  S.B.F.C. 
was  held  on  November  1,  1995.  Officers  were  elected:  Alan  Lindsay,  Chairper¬ 
son,  Edward  Pratt,  Vice-Chairperson  and  Tracie  Craig  as  Secretary.  The  S.B.F.C.

Meetings  were  held  on  November  15,  December  6,  and  December  13,  1995. 
Given  the  depth  of  the  Town  Meeting  charge  and  the  challenge  of  the  task  at 
hand,  the  S.B.F.C.  set  out  on  a  very  aggressive  plan  to  complete  its  study  by  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1996. 

While  the  S.B.F.C.  was  initiating  its  study,  action  plans  of  the  Strategic  Plan¬ 
ning  Task  Force  (a  carryover  from  last  year)  focusing  on  facilities  and  instruction 
were  at  the  operational  and  implementation  stages.  The  Facilities  Sub  Committee 
completed  work  on  two  projects  during  1995.  A  state  of  the  art  elevator  costing 
$181,000  was  built  to  make  School  Street  School  totally  accessible  to  all  students 
and  staff.  Correspondingly,  instructional  initiatives  under  the  direction  of  Robert 
Sullivan,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent,  were  being  aggressively  pursued.  The 
Massachusetts  State  Mandated  Curriculum  Frameworks  formed  the  basis  of  this 
aggressiveness.  Mr.  Sullivan  organized  cluster  groups  to  continue  to  work  on 
meeting  Department  of  Education  guidelines  and  deadlines  on  improvements  to 
the  delivery  of  instruction. 

As  was  true  in  1994,  Technology  stayed  at  the  forefront  of  local  innovations 
to  change  the  educational  paradigm.  Two  significant  events  brought  about  re¬ 
newed  energy  toward  completing  the  school  department’s  ambitious  goals  to 
modernize  the  school  system.  The  first  event  involved  the  appointment  of  James 
Catalini  as  Director  of  Educational  Technology.  The  other  significant  action  was 
the  successful  negotiation  of  a  $3,000,000  loan  to  the  school  department  from 
Bay  Bank. 

Prior  to  his  appointment,  Mr.  Catalini  had  been  serving  as  the  teacher  of 
technology  at  Middleborough  High  School.  Under  his  leadership,  an  outstanding 
technology  capability  had  been  instituted  at  the  secondary  level.  Mr.  Catalini ’s 
experience  and  knowledge  brought  an  in-house  expertise  to  cause  of  technology. 
This  expertise  was  soon  tested  because  Middleborough  had  taken  on  a  project 
which  was  characterized  as  a  “first  of  its  kind”  for  a  school  district. 

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  no  other  K-12  educational  system  had  ever 
attempted  to  develop  an  integration  which  would  allow  the  transmission  of  voice, 
data  and  video  over  a  Local  Area  Network  (LAN)  and  a  Wide  Area  Network 
(WAN)  for  an  entire  school  system.  Many  configurations  of  this  type  existed  for 
a  single  building,  but  an  entire  system  was  a  whole  different  matter.  In  search  of 
the  answers  necessary  to  develop  our  own  LAN  and  WAN,  Mr.  Catalini,  the 
superintendent  of  schools  and  a  school  committee  member,  Marsha  Brunelle, 
were  invited  to  San  Jose,  California  at  the  expense  of  Apple  Computer  Corpora¬ 
tion.  The  expenses  for  this  investigation  were  reimbursed  by  donations  to  the 
school  department  by  the  Apple  Corporation  as  required  by  State  Ethics  Commis¬ 
sion  Regulations.  A  second  visitation  by  Mr.  Catalini  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools  to  the  west  coast  occurred  in  October.  At  the  invitation  of  Computer 
Curriculum  Corporation  (CCC)  a  subsidiary  of  the  publishers,  Simon  and  Schus- 
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ter,  a  company  owned  by  Viacom  Corporation,  Mr.  Catalini  and  the  superinten¬ 
dent  of  schools  were  given  an  executive  review  of  the  most  current  instructional 
software.  This  executive  review  was  held  in  San  Francisco  with  again  reimburse¬ 
ment  of  expenses  by  CCC  as  previously  described. 

Through  the  involvement  with  both  corporations,  the  Middleborough  Schools 
were  able  to  make  very  advantageous  acquisitions.  These  contacts  provided  our 
local  schools  with  purchasing  incentives  which  otherwise  would  not  have  been 
possible.  Apple  Corporation  provided  information  on  computer  hardware  not 
available  to  the  general  public.  This  information  provided  the  means  for  the 
school  district  to  planned  purchases  so  as  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  latest  in 
technological  capability.  Similar  arrangements  were  made  with  Computer  Curric¬ 
ulum  Corporation  allowing  the  schools  to  negotiate  a  direct  partnership  with 
CCC  to  acquire  integrated  software  for  the  elementary  grades  kindergarten 
through  grade  six.  Additional  software  licenses  from  CCC  were  purchased  for 
programs  applicable  to  the  high  school  and  evening  school  programs. 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  financing  of  these  purchases  resulted  from  a 
negotiated  loan  of  $3,000,000.  Bay  Bank  was  the  successful  bidder  in  answer  to 
the  school  department’s  R.F.P.  Although  it  is  most  unusual  for  a  school  system  to 
negotiate  this  type  of  financing,  the  endorsement  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  legal  guidance  of  Bond  Counsel,  Palmer  and  Dodge,  the  way  was  cleared  to 
create  the  appropriate  financial  vehicle.  Basically,  the  school  department  was 
given  a  three  million  dollar  line  of  credit  under  a  lease  purchase  instrument. 
However,  the  unique  aspect  of  this  funding  was  the  actual  receipt  of  a  check  for 
three  million  dollars.  Under  the  loan  agreement,  the  schools  with  Education  Re¬ 
form  money  will  repay  the  loan  over  the  next  five  years.  The  actual  repayments 
are  scheduled  as  follows:

A  prepayment  penalty  clause  is  scheduled  to  be  proportionately  reduced  so 
as  to  not  apply  if  the  loan  is  retired  or  renegotiated  after  Year  Three  and  in  Year 
Four. 

This  loan  with  Bay  Bank  was  a  bonanza  for  the  schools,  but  also  proved  to 
be  windfall  for  the  Town.  Since  the  schools  had  received  an  actual  transfer  of  the 
three  million  dollars  and  further,  given  the  projected  eighteen  months  to  complete 
all  expenditures,  interest  was  accruing  on  the  unexpended  balance  up  to  the  date 
of  disbursement.  The  accrued  interest  under  Department  of  Revenue  Regulations 
must  be  placed  in  the  Town’s  general  fund.  Therefore,  the  Town  could  reason¬ 
ably  expect  to  receive  as  much  as  $100,000  in  unanticipated  revenue  as  a  result 
of  this  school  department  initiative. 

Again,  a  case  could  be  made  that  the  school  system  was  providing  real  financial 
support  to  the  Town  through  the  accumulation  of  this  interest.  This  would  be  another 
instance  where  Education  Reform  had  a  direct  impact  on  the  schools  and  a  corre¬ 
sponding  benefit  for  the  Town.  Stated  earlier  in  this  report.  Education  Reform  was 
shown  to  have  a  residual  affect  on  Town  finances,  the  accrued  interest  under  the 
technology  loan  provided  actual  cash  flow  to  the  Town’s  general  fund. 
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Given  this  creative  drive  in  the  field  of  technology,  Middleborough  was 
gaining  a  reputation  as  a  leading  change  agent  and  innovator  in  Education  Re¬ 
form  movement.  Ultimately,  this  aggressiveness  will  bear  the  fruit  accelerating 
student  performance.  The  new  horizons  ahead  will  give  students  the  challenges 
and  experiences  to  make  the  local  schools  competitive  with  any  across  the  state. 
While  this  may  be  a  self-serving  description,  nonetheless,  the  foundation  has 
been  created  to  catapult  Middleborough  into  the  future. 

However,  1995  also  had  its  downside!  State  mandates  in  the  areas  of  Time 
and  Learning  have  bogged  down  in  negotiations  with  teachers.  It  has  been  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find  common  ground  on  which  the  school  administration  and  the  Mid¬ 
dleborough  Education  Association  can  find  agreement.  Complexities  between  the 
existing  collective  bargaining  agreement  and  state  labor  laws  have  been  a  serious 
deterrent  to  both  parties  during  these  negotiations.  Under  negotiations  are  man¬ 
dated  increases  in  instructional  time  scheduled  for  September  1996  and  Septem¬ 
ber  1997.  The  regulations  require  the  superintendent  of  schools  to  make  a  report 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  on  Time  and  Learning  Compliance  no  later 
than  June  of  1996. 

A  second  area  of  concern  for  negotiations  is  the  need  to  revise  the  current 
evaluation  process  for  professional  staff.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu¬ 
cation  has  issued  Principles  of  Effective  Teaching  and  Principles  of  Effective 
Administration.  Both  of  these  standards  must  be  incorporated  into  the  Mid¬ 
dleborough  Schools’  professional  evaluation  procedures.  A  negotiating  committee 
headed  by  the  superintendent  of  schools  will  meet  with  Middleborough  Educa¬ 
tion  Association  representatives  in  the  new  year.  Again,  the  superintendent  of 
schools  is  mandated  to  report  back  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  prior  to 
September  1,  1996.  If  both  sides,  teachers  and  administrators,  have  not  reached 
accord  by  that  date;  the  Department  of  Education  mandates  “Interest  Arbitration” 
be  pursued  as  a  means  to  bring  about  agreement. 

Both  of  these  unsolved  issues  raise  serious  concerns  for  the  future  of  the 
Middleborough  Schools  and  Education  Reform.  There  is  no  debate  concerning 
the  benefits  to  Middleborough  as  a  result  of  the  reform  movement.  The  increased 
funding  under  this  legislation  placed  Middleborough  at  the  head  of  the  benefit 
line.  It  is  now  necessary  for  all  in  the  school  district  to  use  these  resources  to¬ 
ward  making  significant  change  to  continue  to  raise  the  quality  of  education  in 
the  local  schools.  To  fall  short  on  this  commitment,  will  be  a  disservice  to  stu¬ 
dents,  to  taxpayers  and  to  the  true  supporters  of  the  public  schools  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.

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MIDDLEBOROUGH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Annual  Report  1995 


The  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1993  and  the  Technology  2000  Initiative 
that  began  during  the  same  year  continue  to  be  the  focus  of  attention  at  Mid- 
dleborough  High  School.  Computers  have  been  arriving,  Technology  training  has 
been  taking  place  and  software  demonstrations  continue  to  be  of  high  interest  to 
faculty  and  students.  It  is  planned  that  an  instructional  network  will  be  in  place 
for  1996-1997.  The  Education  Reform  Act  has  brought  faculty  and  administrators 
together  in  a  wide  variety  of  professional  development  and  curriculum  develop¬ 
ment  opportunities.  Inclusion  training,  Wilson  Reading  Training,  Curriculum 
Cluster  Training,  an  emphasis  on  developing  improved  writing  skills,  CPR  train¬ 
ing  as  well  as  fashioning  a  two-year  report  to  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  has  kept  the  faculty  and  administration  very  current  but 
extremely  busy  in  meeting  the  demands  of  a  wide  variety  of  constituents.  Curric¬ 
ulum  changes  have  been  implemented  and  more  will  follow  as  the  faculty  and 
administration  work  toward  completing  the  requirements  of  the  Educational  Re¬ 
form  Act  for  the  start  of  the  1997-1998  school  year. 

For  the  first  year  in  the  past  several,  Middleborough  High  School  had  no 
retirements  among  its  faculty,  but  did  welcome  new  faculty  in  reading-Mrs. 
Diane  Quayat,  Science-Mr.  Jacques  Duranceau,  English-Miss  Jennifer  Keenan 
while  Mrs.  Ellen  Driscoll  replaced  Mr.  James  Catalini  in  the  computer  classroom. 
Mr.  Catalini  assumed  his  new  position  as  Director  of  Educational  Technology. 
Mrs.  Kathleen  Harvey  replaced  Mrs.  Kara  Eicholzer  in  Home  Economics,  Miss 
Linda  Mayer  left  her  position  as  an  aide  in  video  technology.  Mrs.  Sylvia  Cross 
and  Mr.  George  Sherman  assumed  different  roles  on  the  faculty.  Mrs.  Cross  will 
be  providing  direct  services  in  the  area  of  writing  skills  to  most  English  class¬ 
rooms  while  Mr.  Sherman  took  up  a  teaching  schedule  in  the  business  depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Roderick  Berry  assumed  the  full-time  position  of  Administrative  As¬ 
sistant. 

A  wide  variety  of  changes  took  place  in  the  Program  of  Studies  for  the  1995 
school  year.  The  School  Committee  acting  on  the  recommendation  of  the  MHS 
Advisory  Council  and  School  Council  increased  required  instructional  hours  for 
each  student  from  27  to  30  per  week  and  increased  the  graduation  requirements 
for  the  Class  of  1999  from  90  to  105  credits.  The  School  Committee  also  re¬ 
quired  each  student  to  pass  3.0  credits  in  Physical  Education  and  1.0  credits  in 
Health  Education  in  order  to  graduate. 

New  courses  were  developed  in  almost  every  department,  however  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  Advanced  Placement  United  States  History  to  the  curriculum  signaled  a 
beginning  for  the  introduction  of  more  Advanced  Placement  courses  in  the  fu- 
ture.  Interdisciplinary  study  was  also  encouraged  with  the  offering  of  an  environ¬ 
mental  studies  course  that  will  be  co-taught  through  the  science  and  social  studies 
departments.  In  addition  to  a  new  semester  course  in  Citizenship  in  Democracy 
in  Social  Studies,  the  Science  department  unveiled  a  new  grade  9  integrated  sci¬ 
ence  course,  Applied  Physics  and  additional  courses  in  advanced  Chemistry. 
Spanish  IV  was  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year  and  completes  our  goal  of 
developing  a  four-year  sequence  in  each  foreign  language  offered.  Our  exchange 
program  with  the  Lysee  in  Meylan,  France  remains  strong  as  we  develop  a  sim- 
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ilar  program  in  Madrid,  Spain.  Russian,  our  third  foreign  language,  remains  well 
enrolled  and  attracting  increased  number  of  students.  New  courses  in  journalism 
were  offered  by  the  English  department  which  plans  to  launch  an  Advanced 
Placement  English  course  for  Grade  12  students  in  September  of  1996.  New  pro¬ 
grams  were  initiated  in  Home  Economics  for  Child  Development  and  Food  Sci¬ 
ence  Technology.  These  courses  are  part  of  the  Tech  Prep  cluster  of  courses 
designed  to  allow  students  to  receive  applied  training  which  can  lead  to  further 
schooling  or  work.  Other  cluster  agreements  with  Bristol  Community  College  are 
Office  Administration,  Accounting  and  Computer  Technology.  A  new  compre¬ 
hensive  computer  technology  curriculum  was  initiated  in  September. 

New  textbooks  and  teaching  materials  were  purchased  in  every  department 
within  the  school  as  part  of  an  organized  purchasing  plan  to  improve  the  quality 
of  student  materials. 

The  faculty  has  remained  very  busy  involving  themselves  in  professional 
development  as  well  as  guiding  student  activities.  Mrs.  Peg  McKenna  attended 
the  Advanced  Placement  Summer  Institute  at  St.  Joseph’s  College  in  Vermont  in 
preparation  for  offering  Advanced  Placement  U.S.  History  in  September  of  1995. 
Mrs.  McKenna  also  attended  several  A.P.  seminars  at  both  Regis  College  and 
Stonehill  College.  Mr.  Chuck  Bichsel,  Social  Studies  Department  Head  repre¬ 
sented  Middleborough  High  School  as  part  of  a  system-wide  team  at  the  summer 
institute  on  Curriculum  Framework  Implementation  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Education.  Mrs.  Sylvia  Cross,  Miss  Mary  Roche  as  well  as  Mrs.  Alice 
Desrosiers  attended  the  annual  Writing  Workshops  this  fall  while  Mrs.  Tannahill 
attended  a  writing  workshop  in  December.  The  emphasis  on  improving  student 
writing  skills  will  lead  to  more  faculty  involvement  in  professional  instruction  in 
the  future. 

Mrs.  Lois  Buck,  Department  Head  in  Mathematics  and  Mr.  James  Savicki, 
math  teacher  participated  in  a  week-long  P.A.L.M.S.  Workshop  in  June  at 
Bridgewater  State  College.  Mr.  Lawrence  Gisetto  attended  a  week  long  seminar 
in  AP  Calculus  during  the  summer,  Mr.  Gillis  completed  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Educational  Leadership  while  Mr.  Thompson  completed  training  on  use  of  Power 
Macintosh  computers.  Miss  Wiedl  presented  a  NCTM  Annual  Conference  in 
Boston  in  April. 

Members  of  the  Science  Department  remained  busy  during  the  past  year.  Mr. 
Stephen  Battis  completed  his  Oracle  Masters  in  April  1995  while  Mr.  Gilbert 
Bowker  attended  University  of  Massachusetts  receiving  credits  in  Energy  Com¬ 
munications  and  Space  Physics.  Mrs.  Diana  Murphy,  Science  Department  Head 
and  Mrs.  Kathy  Russell  attended  a  three-day  seminar  in  Microscale  Chemistry  in 
April.  Mrs.  Pauline  Taylor  presented  a  lecture  at  the  Annual  MASS  Science  Con¬ 
ference  in  May  of  1995  and  participated  in  Human  Lab  II  and  Holistic  Courses 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  Jane  Dodge  was  a  participant  in  an  Institute  Assessment 
and  Mr.  Scott  Nelson  attended  a  conference  on  Inclusive  Teaching.  Miss  Helen 
Hegarty,  Department  Head  in  Business  Technology  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Hadsell 
attended  the  annual  state  Business  Conference  in  the  fall  while  six  members  of 
the  high  school  were  led  by  Dr.  Ippolito,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Mr. 
James  Catalini,  Director  of  Educational  Technology  to  the  first  statewide  Tech 
Prep  Conference  held  in  Massachusetts  in  the  fall  of  1995.  Attending  the  confer¬ 
ence  from  the  high  school  were  principal,  Harvey  F.  Brooks,  guidance  counselor, 
Charles  Connell  and  Guidance  Department  Head,  Miss  Barbara  Helfrich,  busi- 
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ness  education  teacher,  Paul  Harrison,  computer  technology  teacher,  Ellen 
Driscoll  and  home  economics  teacher,  Kathleen  Harvey. 

Faculty  from  every  department  continue  to  support  student  activities.  Our 
Speech  and  Theatre  Workshop  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Osborne  went 
to  the  semi-finals  of  the  Boston  Globe  Drama  Festival  with  an  excerpt  from  their 
popular  winter  production  of  Lend  Me  A  Tenor.  The  entire  cast  made  the  re¬ 
gional  all-star  list. 

Our  Marketing  and  Retailing  Program  known  as  D.E.C.A.  placed  26  out  of 
54  M.H.S.  students  on  the  state  list  from  their  District  I  DECA  competition  in 
February. 

Mrs  Donna  Bonia,  a  parent  of  an  M.H.S.  student  continued  in  her  role  as 
Key  Club  Advisor  through  the  summer.  She  led  eleven  M.H.S.  students  to  the 
annual  Key  Cub  Convention  in  Springfield,  MA  in  May.  Due  to  a  very  busy 
schedule,  however,  Mrs.  Bonia  was  unable  to  continue  as  advisor  for  the  1995- 
1996  school  year.  Our  deep  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Bonia  for  her  years  of  dedication 
and  service  to  both  M.H.S.  and  the  Key  Club.  Mr.  Michael  Denise,  a  former 

M. H.S.  graduate  and  substitute  teacher  has  assumed  the  advisors  role  for  1995- 
1996. 

Our  new  Student  Activities  Booklet  was  put  together  over  the  summer  so 
that  we  could  list  the  activities  and  advisors  that  make  up  a  wide  variety  of 
experiences  for  our  students.  Our  newest  venture  is  a  collaborative  with  our 
neighbor,  the  YMCA.  Mr.  Damon  Howard,  a  member  of  the  Social  Studies  De¬ 
partment,  has  agreed  to  advise  the  YMCA  sponsored  Youth  and  Government 
Program.  Approximately  a  dozen  students  will  participate  in  a  variety  of  work¬ 
shops  and  conferences  designed  to  stimulate  and  provide  experience  in  govern¬ 
mental  issues. 

If  our  faculty  and  administration  are  busy  it  is  only  because  our  student  body 
is  extremely  busy  participating  in  a  wide  variety  of  activities  from  Flower  Day  to 
yearbook  to  twirling  competitions  not  to  mention  music  and  athletic  activities. 
That’s  Entertainment  was  celebrated  for  the  seventeenth  year  in  a  row  while  the 
Conservation  Commission  continued  to  support  our  students  at  the  annual  En- 
vironthon  held  in  Spencer  each  spring.  The  Academic  Bowl  Team  was  not 
formed  in  1995-1996.  The  scheduling  of  competitions  during  the  school  day  was 
a  major  factor  in  bringing  an  end  to  that  competition.  Mrs.  Pauline  Taylor  did  an 
outstanding  job  as  advisor  for  many  years.  Our  twirlers  not  only  hosted  a 

N. E.M.A.  Competition  in  March  but  also  competed  in  the  New  England  Majo¬ 
rette  Association  Competition  held  in  April.  Our  class  A  and  open  squads  both 
finished  third.  Tammy  Gerdin  ’96  and  Michelle  Whitman  ’95  were  selected  to 
the  New  England  All-Star  Squad.  The  Student  Council  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Scott  Nelson  participated  in  both  Southeastern  Massachusetts  and  State  Con¬ 
ferences.  M.H.S.  has  been  a  five-star  high  school  with  the  M.A.S.C.  for  many 
years.  A  separate  listing  of  all  student  leaders  is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  School  Council  completed  its  second  year  and  wrote  it’s  second  school 
improvement  plan.  The  school  council  completed  its  first  school  improvement 
plan  when  it  submitted  its  final  report  of  its  first  year  plan  to  the  school  commit¬ 
tee.  A  more  aggressive  second  year  plan  designed  to  evaluate  the  first  year  plan, 
continue  improvements  in  guidance,  improve  communications  with  the  junior 
high  school,  increase  inclusion  classes,  monitor  Technology  2000  implementation 
and  examine  alternative  scheduling  for  1996-1997.  The  council,  made  up  of  3 
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parents,  2  students,  two  faculty,  the  principal  and  a  member  of  the  community 
meet  each  month  to  advise  the  principal  on  school  matters  involving  budget, 
handbook,  curriculum,  staffing  and  a  variety  of  other  school  life  issues.  All  meet¬ 
ings  are  open  to  the  public  and  posted  and  publicized  in  advance. 

The  Business  Council  composed  of  about  a  dozen  local  business  representa¬ 
tives  and  business  leaders  encouraged  Mrs.  Pamela  Desrosiers,  School-To-Work 
Facilitator  and  Mr.  David  White,  Marketing  Education  teacher  at  M.H.S.  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  school-to-work  presentation  to  the  Cranberry  Country  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  in  June.  The  Council  then  organized  a  three-part  series  of  senior  seminars 
in  workplace  ethics,  resumes  and  career  choices  for  the  fall  of  1995.  The  Busi¬ 
ness  Council  meets  monthly  to  plan  more  school  and  workplace  activities  around 
job  shadowing,  apprenticeships,  internships  and  mentoring.  The  Council  is  also 
exploring  the  feasibility  of  conducting  career  and  job  fairs  in  the  spring.  The 
Business  Council  is  open  to  any  business  representative  or  business  leader  inter¬ 
ested  in  sharing  the  needs  and  expectations  of  the  workplace  with  educators  who 
are  anxious  to  share  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the  school  house. 

Four  members  of  the  Class  of  1995  were  inducted  into  the  National  Honor 
Society  in  January  while  thirty-three  (33)  members  of  the  Class  of  1996  were 
inducted  in  June  of  the  same  year.  Three  members  of  the  Class  of  1996  and  three 
members  of  the  Class  of  1997  were  inducted  into  the  Silver  "M"  Society  in  June 
at  evening  ceremonies  which  were  held  in  the  Wayne  Caron  Auditorium.  Mr. 
George  Simmons,  Advisor  to  the  National  Honor  Society  and  Mrs.  Donna  Oliver, 
Advisor  to  Silver  "M"  Society  planned  the  induction  ceremonies. 

The  class  of  1995  graduated  161  members  with  67%  going  on  to  some  form 
of  post  secondary  education.  Forty-three  percent  of  the  graduates  pursued  four- 
year  college  placements  while  more  than  thirty  percent  of  the  class  enrolled  in 
2-year  or  technical  schools.  As  president  of  the  Class  of  1995,  Miss  Nicole 
Sernas  presided  over  the  senior  last  assembly  and  along  with  Miss  Rebecca 
Holmes,  Student  Council  President,  received  the  Principal’s  Award  for  outstand¬ 
ing  leadership  at  graduation  exercises  which  were  held  on  Sunday,  June  11.  Jo¬ 
seph  Michael  Preti  was  the  class  Salutatorian  while  the  Valedictory  was  given  by 
Jamie  Lynn  Matthews.  Miss  Wendy  Morgan  was  recognized  at  graduation  exer¬ 
cises  for  her  outstanding  attendance  record  since  grade  three.  A  total  of  $361,762 
($114,900  local)  ($246,862  college  packages)  in  scholarships  were  distributed  to 
MHS  graduates. 

As  has  been  customary  for  many  years  M.H.S.  participated  in  the  Rotary 
Exchange  Program  and  sent  Christine  Gammons  ’96  to  France  while  welcoming 
Olivier  Jean  Vella  from  France  and  Josephine  Rosenkvist  from  Sweden.  Miss 
Nadia  Becker  arrived  from  Belgium  in  September. 

With  a  sizable  increase  in  the  number  of  inclusive  classrooms,  the  need  to 
examine  our  daily  schedule,  the  implementation  of  Advanced  Placement  courses 
and  the  leadership  role  that  Middleborough  has  taken  in  the  School-To-Work 
effort,  there  is  always  a  new  challenge  or  a  new  issue  that  must  be  studied  and 
evaluated  or  implemented.  Middleborough  High  School  department  heads  con¬ 
tinue  to  meet  the  challenges  with  thoughtful  and  creative  decision  making.  As  we 
introduce  more  technology  and  implement  more  of  the  changes  sought  by  educa¬ 
tional  reform  each  of  us  at  M.H.S.  is  learning  that  with  change  there  is  often 
uncertainty,  anxiety  and  sometimes  resistance.  The  parents  of  our  students  and 
the  townspeople  need  to  know,  however,  that  when  it  comes  to  providing  the  best 
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education  possible,  the  M.H.S.  faculty  will  make  those  changes  with  certainty, 
confidence  and  cooperation  so  that  M.H.S.  students  will  continue  to  receive  the 
quality  education  needed  for  their  future.

MEMORIAL  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Annual  Report  1995 

The  1994-1995  school  year  marked  the  end  of  an  era  in  Middleborough,  as 
long-time  principal  Mr.  Alan  Lindsay  retired.  Under  Mr.  Lindsay’s  leadership, 
MJHS  moved  from  a  traditional  junior  high  to  a  school  that  embraces  a  middle 
school  philosophy. 

Greeting  the  school  year  in  1995-1996  were  several  new  faces:  Principal 
Peter  Sanchioni,  Special  Educator  Martha  Edminister,  Special  Educator  Marilyn 
Smith,  Reading  Teacher  Julie  Hegarty,  Math  Teacher  Michael  Falcetano,  and 
Eighth-Grade  Teacher  Barbara  Jensen.  Two  of  these  new  positions  were  created 
to  staff  the  new  half-team  eighth  grade  as  the  student  population  grows. 

Continuing  with  the  movement  started  in  1994-1995  toward  mixed  ability 
grouping,  the  eighth  grade  became  the  final  piece  of  this  puzzle  as  it  became 
heterogeneously  grouped  for  the  first  time  in  1995-1996.  Both  grades  maintain 
two  sections  of  Algebra  as  the  only  non-heterogeneously  grouped  classes  at 
MJHS.  Highlighted  in  the  Educational  Reform  Law  of  1993,  heterogeneously 
grouped  classes  allow  all  students  to  receive  equal  access  to  educational  opportu¬ 
nities.  MJHS  is  proud  to  be  a  state  leader  in  implementing  these  changes. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Superintendent  Michael  Ippolito  MJHS  will  be  among 
the  first  secondary  schools  to  meet  the  state  requirement  of  990  hours  of  struc¬ 
tured  learning  time  in  1995-1996.  MJHS  accomplished  this  initiative  by  restruc¬ 
turing  the  focus  of  the  last  period  of  the  day  and  reducing  the  amount  of  passing 
time  between  classes.  MJHS  is  striving  to  prepare  its  students  for  high  school 
success  as  measured  by  the  state  assessment  test  administered  in  grade  ten. 

Another  instructional  change  at  MJHS  has  our  special  education  teachers 
providing  instruction  within  the  regular  classroom.  Along  with  the  educational 
benefits  of  this  type  of  delivery  system,  students  have  found  this  to  be  less  stress¬ 
ful  as  they  enjoy  remaining  with  their  peers. 

The  School  Council  authored  a  well-written  School  Improvement  Plan  for 
1995-1996,  focusing  on  six  challenging  goals  that  MJHS  is  striving  to  meet: 

1.  Implementation  of  school-wide  heterogeneous  grouping. 
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2.  Implementation  of  a  model  of  partial  inclusion  of  special-needs  stu¬ 
dents. 

3.  Exploration  and  development  of  a  plan  for  a  middle  school  advisory 
program. 

4.  Dissemination  of  the  state  Curriculum  Frameworks  to  community 
and  staff. 

5.  Expansion  of  the  comprehensive  health  -  education  program. 

6.  Inclusion  of  Unified  Arts  on  the  MJHS  Honor  Roll. 

Joining  Principal  Peter  Sanchioni  on  the  School  Council  for  1995-1996  is  a 
mixture  of  familiar  and  new  faces.  Community  representatives  -  Dr.  Charles 
Robinson  and  Mr.  Jack  Healey;  parents  -  Mr.  Paul  Battistini,  Mrs.  Mary  Anne 
Casserly,  Mrs.  Marcia  Cummings,  Mrs.  Linda  Hailey,  and  Mrs.  Melody  Monk; 
teachers  -  Mrs.  Kathy  Jessop,  Mrs.  Barbara  Norvish,  and  Ms.  Alice  Carey. 

MJHS  continues  to  upgrade  its  text  books  and  curriculum  in  various  disci¬ 
plines.  For  1995-1996  new  books  were  obtained  for  eighth-grade  social  studies 
and  English.  Also  expected,  is  the  infusion  of  technology  through  new  Macintosh 
computers  funded  through  the  Tech  2000  grant. 

As  in  the  past  MJHS  continues  to  be  a  member  of  the  Southeast  Middle 
School  Alliance.  The  organization  is  beneficial  to  the  school  as  it  affords  us  the 
opportunity  to  share  resources  centered  around  professional  development.  In  the 
coming  year  MJHS  will  host  the  February  meeting  of  the  alliance. 

In  holding  true  to  our  belief  that  the  most  successful  students  in  school  are 
those  whose  parents  are  actively  involved  in  their  education,  MJHS  continues  to 
seek  parent  input  through  parent  volunteers  and  the  PTSA.  For  1995-1996  a  dedi¬ 
cated  group  of  parents  has  volunteered  for  a  variety  of  tasks  at  MJHS.  The  PTSA 
will  continue  under  the  effective  leadership  of  Mr.  Ed  Dobrowsky  and  Diane 
Maddigan  as  they  look  to  offer  new  and  exciting  programs. 

The  Educational  Reform  Law  of  1993  has  required  all  members  of  the 
school  community  (students,  parents,  and  administrator)  to  take  a  greater  role  in 
and  responsibility  for  education.  The  challenges  that  lie  ahead  are  great,  but  the 
expected  outcomes  are  greater.  We  look  forward  to  preparing  young  men  and 
women  to  be  productive  citizens  in  the  technologically  challenging  world  of  the 
21st  century.

H.B.BURKLAND  SCHOOL 
Annual  Report  1994-1995 

The  Henry  B.  Burkland  School  completed  an  eventful  and  exciting  1994- 
1995  school  year. 

An  increase  in  school  funds,  derived  from  the  Education  Reform  Act, 
brought  new  personnel  to  the  Burkland  School.  Joseph  Sawyer  was  appointed  as 
Assistant  Principal  in  August  of  1994.  He  participated  in  the  acclaimed  Teach 
For  America  Program.  Ms.  Viola  Fairweather  and  Ms.  Eleanor  Decourcy  retired 
as  elementary  educators.  This,  coupled  with  the  opening  of  the  School  Street 
School,  created  a  number  of  new  positions.  Mary  Tessier,  Tara  LaBrie,  Christine

Adams,  Mary  Anne  Fisher,  Christine  Doherty,  and  Marc  Thomas  joined  the  out¬ 
standing  Burkland  instructional  staff.  In  addition,  Marilyn  Beaulieu  was  recog¬ 
nized  as  an  educator  of  Who’s  Who  among  America’s  Teachers,  and  Donna  Mc¬ 
Donald  was  recognized  as  the  Plymouth  County  Education  Association’s  Loretta 
Quinlan  Teacher  of  the  Year  Award  winner.  Madeline  Davem  served  on  the 
State-wide  Program  of  professional  Development  that  featured  HBB’s  “Bridging 
the  Gap”  program. 

The  Burkland  School  Improvement  Plan  highlighted  student  safety  and 
school  environment  as  issues  to  deal  with  during  the  school  year.  As  a  result,  all 
school  staff  participated  in  dismissal  procedures  and  a  school  custodian,  Mr. 
Ronald  Vaughn  was  added. 

A  six-day  schedule  was  adopted  to  give  the  instructional  day  more  flexibil¬ 
ity.  Students  experienced  art,  music,  computer,  library,  and  physical  education 
and  aquatic  instruction  in  a  six-day  rotation,  in  addition  to  the  common  academic 
subjects.  Student  performance  groups  in  chorus,  band,  and  orchestra  performed  a 
series  of  well-attended  concerts.  Three  fifth  grade  classes  performed  the  play  “In 
Quest  of  Columbus”  and  the  fourth  grade  put  on  “Pirates  and  other  Nice  Folks”. 

Officer  Ben  Mackiewicz  conducted  the  DARE  program  for  sixth  graders, 
which  graduated  over  290  students.  The  DARE  program  sponsored  activities 
such  as  a  Bike  Safety  program  with  fourth  and  fifth  grades. 

Many  exciting  educational  activities  filled  the  school  year.  The  Invention 
Convention  (290  student  exhibits),  Career  Day  (30+  careers),  Violence  Preven¬ 
tion  Week  (fifth  grade  program),  Halloween  Extravaganza  (canned  good  drive) 
and  Student  of  the  Month  (35  per  month),  the  Eagles’  Nest  (school  store),  the 
Stock  Market  Game,  Rome  Day,  Fun  with  Pyramids  and  Pharaohs,  the  Abraham 
Kramer  37th  Annual  Spelling  Bee,  and  the  Estimation  Station  (fourth  grade  - 
sharing  math  problems  with  grades  one  through  three)  were  some  of  the  high¬ 
lights. 

The  900+  students  also  participated  in  Reading  Awareness  Week,  National 
Pig  Day  (children’s  literature),  a  Cranberry  Specialty  Hospital  Poster  Contest,  a 
Middleborough  Elks  Poster  and  Essay  Contest,  Little  League  Celebration  Day 
(U.  S.  Eastern  Region  Champs),  Fire  Safety  (fourth  grade),  International  Food 
Week,  the  Native  American  Drawing  Contest,  and  Intramural  Sports  (which  was 
sponsored  by  Ocean  Spray  Cranberry  Company),  a  Summer  Incentive  Reading 
Program,  and  two  cable  television  programs  entitled  “The  Story  Train”  and  “Hop 
on  Board”. 

In  addition,  the  Burkland  students  were  on  the  move.  Field  trips  were  organ¬ 
ized  to:  Roger  Williams  Park,  Cranberry  Festival,  Boston  Museum  of  Science, 
sites  of  interest  in  Middleborough,  Captain  John  Boats  (whale  watch),  Symphony 
Hall,  Jason  Project,  Manomet  Beach  and  the  New  England  Science  Center. 

EPIC/PTA  sponsored  a  number  of  support  programs.  All  students  visited  the 
Fuller  Museum  in  Brockton  for  an  up-close  look  at  computer  art  and  were  treated 
to  an  assembly  program  on  Appalachian  folk  music.  In  addition,  noted  children’s 
author  and  illustrator  Peter  Catalanotto  visited  Burkland  and  made  several  out¬ 
standing  presentations  which  stimulated  student  creativity.  Mini  Courses  of  aca¬ 
demic  enrichment  were  organized  after  school  with  topics  ranging  from  calligra¬ 
phy  to  auto  racing. 

The  H.  B.  Burkland  1994-95  school  year  concluded  with  the  SHARP  Sum¬ 
mer  Enrichment  program,  which  enabled  children  in  grades  one  through  six  to 
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take  advantage  of  some  exciting  and  fun  programs  over  a  two-week  period  in 
July.  Several  members  of  the  Burkland  staff  participated  in  instruction  of  these 
courses.  The  courses  offered  a  wide  variety  of  choices  from  Simple  Machines  = 
Fun  Toys,  The  Gak  Attack,  Simple  Simon  Signing,  NASCAR,  and  Art  Around 
the  World,  as  a  few  examples.

MAYFLOWER  SCHOOL 
1994-1995  School  Year 

In  this  second  year  of  the  Education  Reform  Act,  many  efforts  have  been 
made  to  strengthen  our  curriculum  objectives.  K-12  study  groups  in  the  content 
areas  of  the  curriculum  frameworks  have  met  on  a  regular  basis  to  review  the 
state  proposed  standards.  As  a  result,  curriculum  instructional  strategies  have 
been  designed  to  include  changes  in  the  areas  of  math,  reading,  writing  as  well  as 
techniques  incorporating  the  use  of  the  emerging  technologies. 

The  system-wide  Math  Change  Team,  comprised  of  administrators  and 
teachers,  has  identified  those  strategies  that  need  to  be  incorporated  to  meet  the 
NTCM  standards.  Certain  teachers  were  given  time  to  model  these  strategies  to 
colleagues  within  their  grade  levels. 

The  K-12  Reading  Committee  supported  the  integration  of  literature  as  an 
extension  to  the  basal  program,  as  well  as  to  promote  the  notion  of  students 
developing  a  love  of  reading.  Writing  was  given  preferential  focus  within  the 
classrooms.  Journal  writing,  cross-curricular  thematic  writing  and  literature  re¬ 
sponse  logs  were  some  of  the  initiatives  that  were  implemented.  Writing  samples 
were  collected  three  times  per  year  to  become  part  of  each  student’s  language 
arts  record.  Individual  student  profiles  entitled,  “Teacher  Assessment  of  Student’s 
Reading  and  Writing  Ability”  were  developed  to  monitor  student  progress  from 
grade  to  grade. 

EPIC  was  instrumental  in  fostering  the  spirit  of  reading  and  writing  by  spon¬ 
soring  a  visit  by  Peter  Catalanatto,  an  author/illustrator,  for  a  one  week  period. 
All  elementary  children  and  their  parents  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  a  presen¬ 
tation  depicting  his  approach  to  writing  and  illustrating  a  children’s  book.  This 
author  touched  and  inspired  many  of  our  students. 

Great  enthusiasm  exists  with  the  realization  of  the  Technology  2000  plan. 
With  the  purchase  of  additional  computers,  teachers  and  administrators  were 
given  training  via  workshops,  conferences  and  site  visits  to  other  schools.  As  a 
result,  students  are  already  engaged  in  using  computers  within  their  classrooms 
on  a  limited  basis.  As  the  95-96  school  year  approaches,  the  staff  anticipates  the 
expansion  of  this  program. 

In  the  areas  of  personnel,  two  long-time  members  of  the  faculty  retired  in 
June.  Mrs.  Barbara  Adams  and  Peg  Higgins,  each  with  38  and  34  years  respec¬ 
tively,  ended  their  dedicated  careers  within  the  system.  These  teachers  were 
given  a  special  tribute  in  recognition  of  the  outstanding  service  they  provided  to 
the  children  of  Middleborough.

LYNCH  SCHOOL  AND  SCHOOL  STREET  SCHOOL 

The  1994-95  school  year  at  the  Dr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  School  and  at  the 
School  Street  School  has  been  a  year  of  transition.  The  increase  in  funding  for 
schools  under  the  Education  Reform  Act  has  allowed  the  re-opening  of  the 
School  Street  facility  after  three  years  in  “moth  balls”.  In  September,  six  classes 
started  at  School  Street,  two  each  in  grade  one,  two,  and  three.  This  allowed 
approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty  students  and  six  teachers  to  move  out  of  the 
Mayflower/Burkland  Complex,  reducing  the  numbers  in  that  very  large  complex. 
The  teachers  at  the  School  Street  School  include  Mrs.  Tina  Donoghue  and  Mrs. 
Diane  Pedini  in  grade  one,  Mrs.  Sandy  Frye  and  Jo-Anne  Coyle  in  grade  two, 
and  Mrs.  Jane  DuBois  and  Mrs.  Dawn  Nickerson  in  third  grade. 

The  Lynch  School  welcomed  another  315  kindergartners  to  the  Mid- 
dleborough  Public  Schools.  Staffing  changes  included  Ms.  Kathy  King  serving  as 
a  classroom  teacher  for  half  of  the  day  while  meeting  the  needs  of  Chapter  One 
students  for  the  second  half  of  the  day.  During  the  year,  increased  demand  for 
services  by  students  with  special  needs  led  to  the  addition  of  a  half-time  teacher 
of  special  needs.  Ms.  Maria  Conos  joined  the  staff  to  meet  these  needs.  The 
integration  of  special  needs  students  into  “regular”  classes  continued  with  suc¬ 
cessful  programs  at  both  the  preschool  and  kindergarten  level.  The  kindergarten 
program  was  enriched  and  supported  by  a  very  active  volunteer  program  and  the 
invaluable  help  of  the  EPIC/PTA  members  and  their  activities. 

School  Street  School  opened  following  a  very  busy  summer  in  which  the 
Maintenance  Department  of  the  schools  worked  wonders  to  get  the  building 
ready.  Teachers  went  well  above  and  beyond  to  prepare  for  the  opening,  working 
many  extra  hours  under  less  than  ideal  conditions.  During  the  year,  a  number  of 
special  events  took  place  to  enrich  and  vary  the  basic  school  curriculum.  A  very 
wonderful  “Welcome  Back  To  School  Day”  saw  alumni  return  to  school  to  recall 
their  days  at  School  Street.  Highlights  included  the  singing  of  the  “School  Street 
School  Song”  written  by  Mrs.  Eunice  Sherman  and  her  fifth  grades  over  forty 
years  ago.  Mrs.  Sherman  returned  to  lead  us  in  song.  The  class  “Odist”,  Mrs. 
Clara  Anderson,  read  her  “Ode  to  the  class  of  1915”.  She  is  93  years  young  and 
still  remembers  her  days  at  SSS.  Mrs.  Annie  Healy  was  interviewed  by  six  stu¬ 
dents.  She  was  a  student  in  1907/08  when  School  Street  was  brand  new.  Mrs. 
Healy  is  now  101  and  all  students  wrote  letters  to  Willard  Scott  to  get  her  on  the 
Today  Show  when  she  turned  101.  Mini-courses  by  EPIC/PTA  and  wonderful 
school  volunteers  also  helped  enrich  the  school  year  at  School  Street. 

In  both  schools,  the  School  Improvement  Councils  met  to  structure  the 
“School  Improvement  Plan”  for  the  next  school  year.  Both  schools  consulted 
with  parents  and  the  community  to  produce  their  own  “Mission  Statement”  that 
reflects  the  unique  role  that  each  school  plays  as  part  of  the  public  school  system. 
Newsletters  were  produced  at  both  schools  and  a  new  home/school  science  activ¬ 
ity  project  came  from  the  Improvement  Plan  for  the  94/95  school  year.  Hours  of 
volunteer  service  by  parents  and  staff  combined  to  make  this  process  of  building 
based  management  successful  in  the  schools. 

Following  two  years  of  dedicated  service  at  the  Lynch  School,  Ms.  Mary  Goode 
returned  to  the  Southern  House  of  the  Mayflower  School.  Mr.  Jeffrey  Stevens  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  serve  as  principal  of  both  the  Lynch  School  and  the  School  Street  School. 
Thank  you  Ms.  Goode  for  your  dedication  and  unfailing  support  of  our  youngest  stu¬ 
dents.

Special  Education  Programs 

An  expansion  and  diversification  of  models  of  program  services  has  begun  to 
take  root.  The  more  traditional  pull-out  resource  room  model  is  being  replaced  by 
language-based  and  language  development  programs,  and  resource  teachers  are 
teaching  more  inclusion  classes  at  every  level.  Services  in  speech  and  language, 
occupational  therapy,  and  adaptive  physical  education  are  also  increasingly  being 
integrated  into  the  school  curriculum.  With  this  diverse  programming  also  comes 
greater  flexibility  in  staffing  and  the  potential  for  team  curriculum-building, 
which  directly  benefits  a  wider  array  of  students’  instructional  and  social  needs. 

In  November,  1994  a  public  forum  was  held  on  Special  Education,  which 
included  a  discussion  from  a  regulatory,  historical,  programmatic,  resource,  and 
goals  perspective  by  members  of  the  Middleborough  Public  Schools  staff  and  the 
Department  of  Education.  This  was  the  community’s  first  opportunity  for  public 
discussion  on  this  important  topic,  and  it  was  followed  by  other  public  forums 
later  in  the  year. 

By  the  Spring  of  1995  staff  had  received  two  half  days  of  training  on  the 
Department  of  Education’s  new  Individualized  Educational  Plan,  which  will  be 
fully  implemented  for  students  in  September  of  1996.  Parent  training  on  this  IEP 
was  also  provided  and  will  be  repeated  again.  New  software  for  student  IEPs 
and  special  education  data  management  were  reviewed  during  the  summer,  and  a 
conversion  to  a  new  data-based  management  system  is  underway. 

Counseling  and  Psychological  Services 

Among  many  activities  and  programs  presented  to  students  and  parents,  the 
High  School  Guidance  Department  introduced  the  ACES  Career  Exploration  Sys¬ 
tem  on  computer  to  all  students  in  Grade  9,  10,  and  11.  This  is  a  very  useful  tool 
for  students  to  individually  follow-up  with  current  resource  information  on  areas 
of  special  career  interest.  Seniors  also  were  provided  with  the  opportunity  to 
meet  with  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training  staff  regarding  resume, 
interviewing,  and  job  search  skills.  Students  at  Memorial  Junior  High  School 
were  assisted  by  Guidance  staff  in  processing  over  100  applications  to  vocational 
and  private  high  schools,  as  well  as  51  applications  to  P  C.C.,  the  summer  Ad¬ 
vanced  Studies  Program.  Of  those,  41  enrolled  in  vocational  and  18  in  private 
high  schools,  37  in  P.C.C. 

Adjustment  Counselors  and  the  School  Psychologists,  along  with  Guidance 
Counselors,  continued  to  be  an  important  resource  for  students  and  parents.  Be¬ 
yond  their  assessments,  problem  resolution  techniques,  and  Team  meeting  in¬ 
volvement,  the  Systematic  Training  for  Effective  Parenting  program  was  again 
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offered  and  well  attended,  and  a  new  support  group  was  established  for  parents 
of  children  with  Attention  Deficit  Disorder. 

Health  Services 

A  new  nurse  position  was  established  in  January  to  give  added  support  to 
our  students  in  health  services.  EPIC  and  other  parent  volunteers  continued  to 
play  vital  roles  in  the  health  offices  and  at  the  Kindergarten  Screening  and  Regis¬ 
tration,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful! 

Conclusion 

It  is  a  challenging  time  for  special  needs  staff  as  they  begin  to  relinquish 
their  “own”  responsibility  for  students  and  step  into  a  new  arena,  the  regular 
classroom,  to  share  that  responsibility  and  to  expand  the  regular  classroom’s  abil¬ 
ity  to  respond  to  all  students.  It  is  a  challenging  time  for  counseling  staff  to 
provide  effective  methods  to  support  students  in  their  quest  of  tomorrow  and 
“school-to-work”.  It  is  a  challenging  time  for  health  service  staff  to  respond  to 
students  with  more  complex  health  needs.  It  is  a  challenging  time  for  the  Mid- 
dleborough  Parents  Advisory  Council  to  offer  programs  for  parents  of  students  of 
such  diverse  educational  and  social  needs.  Only  collectively  as  a  staff  and  com¬ 
munity  will  we  continue  to  draw  from  each  others’  skills  and  strengths  the  re¬ 
sourcefulness  to  guide  our  students.

Annual  Report  1994-1995 

The  amount  of  money  budgeted  for  athletics  for  the  1994-95  school  year  was 
increased  from  the  previous  year.  This  1994-95  budget,  representing  a  total  of 
$160,000,  resulted  in  the  elimination  of  the  athletic  user  fee  of  $60  per  sport. 
This  amount  of  money  also  placed  the  athletic  department  in  a  situation  that  saw 
an  end  to  fundraising.  The  past  five  years  represented  a  tremendously  difficult 
period  of  time  for  our  department,  with  programs  cut,  user  fees  assessed  and 
numerous  fundraising  events  held.  The  increased  budget  was  very  much  wel¬ 
comed  and  future  plans  include  restoration  of  programs  lost  during  these  difficult 
times. 

There  were  510  participants  in  high  school  athletics  (290  boys  and  220  girls) 
during  the  1994-95  school  year.  In  relationship  to  the  total  high  school  popula¬ 
tion,  this  represents  a  participation  rate  of  63%. 

Middleborough  High  athletics  was  the  national  award  winner  in  a  competi¬ 
tive  grant  program  titled  W.A.V.E.  (Women’s  Athletes  Voice  of  Encourage¬ 
ment).  A  sum  of  $10,000  was  awarded  and  used  to  provide  five  programs.  These 
programs  included  grade  6  intramurals,  Jr.  high  field  hockey,  freshman  girl’s 
basketball,  freshman  softball  and  winter  track.  Subsequent  to  the  administration 
of  these  programs,  the  athletic  department  received  another  award  for  $750.  This 
W.A.V.E.  award  was  granted  on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  excellency  in  the  area 
of  girls  sports,  and  was  the  highest  award  given  in  the  state. 

This  year,  unfortunately,  marked  the  disbanding  of  the  Middleborough 
Booster’s  Club  organization.  Over  the  years  this  group  has  been  quite  supportive 
of  and  generous  to  the  athletic  department.  Our  uniforms,  supply  and  equipment 
needs  were  met,  in  part,  through  substantial  donations  of  money  from  the  Boost¬ 
ers.  Their  generosity  will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  outdoor  track  is  in  the  process  of  being  repaired  and  resurfaced.  Other 
target  areas  for  refurbishing  include  the  Battis  Field  bleachers,  the  high  school 
gymnasium  floor  and  soccer  and  field  hockey  fields. 

The  Department  of  Education  awarded  a  comprehensive  health  grant  of 
$97,012  to  the  Middleborough  schools.  These  monies  allowed  the  continued  im¬ 
plementation  of  a  comprehensive  program  within  the  system.  The  K-6  program 
was  expanded  to  include  grades  7  and  8  at  the  Jr.  high.  Students  in  grades  K-9 
received  regular  health  education  instruction  throughout  the  year.  Grant  funds 
also  provided  both  the  Jr.  and  Senior  high  with  the  services  of  a  trained  adjust¬ 
ment  counselor. 

Outside  of  the  classroom,  the  health  program  offered  speakers  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary,  Jr.  high  and  high  school.  Programs  included  topics  on  nutrition,  drugs  ^nd 
alcohol  as  well  as  self-defense.  Teachers,  bus  drivers  and  students  throughout  the 
system  were  offered  C.P.R.  A  tobacco  use  cessation  program  was  implemented  at 
the  Jr.  high. 

In  physical  education,  work  was  done  at  the  high  school  level  to  require 
passing  grades  for  graduation.
